PREFACE. 


THESE  pages  of  family  record  and  history  are  intended 
for  the  use  of  that  branch  whose  members  are 
descendants  and  near  relatives  of  the  Rev.  Micajah  ToAvnsend. 
It  is  not  a  genealogical  treatise  of  the  early  Townsends,  nor 
intended  as  such.  A  book  covering  more  complete  records 
of  this  kind  was  published  in  New  York,  in  1865,  called 
"  The  Townsend  Brothers,"  and  those  requiring  records  of 
the  early  or  other  branches  of  the  family,  would  do  well  to 
consult  that  work. 

The  writer  has  gone  through  the  line  of  this  family  from 
the  time  of  the  emigration  of  the  three  brothers,  John,  Henry, 
and  Richard,  as  follows  : — 

1st  Generation,  HENRY  I.,  from  Eainham,  Norfolk,  England.     Died, 
Oyster  Bay,  L.  I.,  1695. 

2nd  , ,  JOHN  (of  MiU)  Son  of  Henry  I.    Died,  May  9tli,  1 705 . 

3rd  „  MICAJAH  I.,  Son  of  John.    Born,  1699.    Died,  Nov. 

9tli,  1781. 

4tli  „  MICAH,  Son  of  Micajah.  Born,  May  13th,  1749.  Died, 

April  28th,  1832. 

5th         „  MICAJAH  (Eev.  Canon  T.)  Son  of  Micah.      Born, 

22nd  Jan.,  1789.     Died,  17th  January,  1871. 

As  will  be'  seen,  the  fourth  and  fifth  generations  are 
chiefly  noticed. 


The  descendants  of  John  and  Richard  are  not  followed, 
as  such  a  course  would  in  no  way  further  the  purpose  sought. 

One  branch  of  the  Nash  family  is  introduced  as  neces- 
sary to  complete  the  record  of  the  Rev.  Micajah  To%'\nisend's 
family,  for  whose  benefit  this  is  chiefly  intended. 

"  The  Townsend  Brothers "  and  "  The  History  of 
Eastern  Vermont "  have  been  most  useful  in  furnishing  infor- 
mation otherwise  unattainable. 

An  apology  is  offered  for  the  incompleteness  of  this 
record,  but;  the  writer  residing  far  from  the  sources  of  infor- 
mation, and  having  but  limited  time  at  his  disposal,  made  a 
complete  record  impossible. 

Should  it  assist  and  encourage  succeeding  generations  of 
this  branch  of  the  family  in  keeping  a  proper  registry  of 
their  ancestry,  it  will  have  repaid  the  effort  of  gathering  this 
information.

CHAPTER  I. 

IT  is  said  upon  good  authority  that  the  Townsend  family 
was  founded  by  Ludovic,  a  Norman  noble,  who  settled  in 
England  in  the  reign  of  Henry  I.  (12th  Century),  assuming 
llie  surname  of  Townshend,  meaning  "landholders."  It  was 
the  compiler's  privilege  to  examine  the  records  of  the  Townsend 
family  in  the  British  Museum  a  short  time  since  (1892),  from 
which  we  find  the  founding  of  the  family  by  Ludovic  questioned 
by  one  writer,  but  the  weight  of  evidence  is  against  him ;  and 
we  find  in  the  1 3th  Century  Ludovic  used  as  a  Christian  name  in 
Townsend  families.  Undoubtedly  we  can  assume,  without 
fear  of  reasonable  contradiction,  that  Ludovic,  or  Lewis  as 
one  writer  has  it,  was  the  starting  point  of  the  name,  early 
in  the  12th  Century.  Since  the  12th  Century  to  the  time  of 
emigration  of  the  three  Townsend  brothers  to  America,  in 
fact  to  the  present  time,  the  record  seems  unbroken,  but  we 
are  chiefly  concerned  with  it  from  the  time  when  the 
American  branch  sought  their  newer  home.  Rainham,  about 
16  miles  N.W.  of  Norwich,  County  Norfolk,  England,  has  for 
some  centuries  been  the  chief  centre  of  this  family.  Here 
much  land  was  in  their  possession,  and  more  was  frequently 
added  to  their  estates  by  marriage  and  otherwise.  John, 
Henry,  and  Richard  Townsend  emigrated  to  America  about 
the  year  1630.  We  find  from  the  Rainham  records  of  that 
period,  or  a  little  earlier,  the  three  names  of  John,  Henry,  and 
Richard,  which  were  frequently  used  by  succeeding  gene- 
rations, and  we  can,  therefore,  without  doubt,  assume  that 
the  three  brothers,  settling  in  Oyster  Bay,  Long  Island,  were 


of  the  Eainham  family — probably  younger  sons  of  Sir  Roger 
Townsend.  Rainham  Hall  was  built  in  the  17th  Century 
by  one  of  the  family,  and  is  the  present  country  seat  of  the 
Marquis  of  Townsend.  The  records  indicate  the  Townsends 
to  have  been  a  family  of  influence  and  position,  filling  impor- 
tant places  in  church  and  state,  upon  judicial  bench  and 
professorial  seat  in  the  halls  of  the  great  universities. 

The  day  we  visited  the  British  Museum  we  noticed 
in  Westminster  Abbey — that  great  recording  temple  of 
departed  heroes,  statesmen,  poets,  authors  and  such  as  the 
voice  of  history  delights  to  honour, — a  monument  erected  by 
the  Viscountess  Townsend  to  her  son,  Lieut.-Col,  Roger 
Townsend,  who  fell  in  the  battle  of  Ticonderoga,  in  1775. 

The  date  of  the  emigration  of  the  three  brothers  to 
America  cannot  be  precisely  fixed,  as  we  have  previously  in- 
dicated, but  was  probably  about  1630;  certainly  several 
years  previous  to  1645,  for  in  that  year  Governor  Kieft  gave 
a  patent  for  the  town  of  Flushing,  L.  I.,  New  York,  to  John 
Townsend  and  others.  From  a  petition  of  his  widow  to 
Governor  Andros  we  learn  he  had  previously  taken  up  land 
near  New  York,  and  "  peaceably  enjoyed  the  same  divei's 
years ; "  but  alarms  from  the  Indians,  and  other  difficulties 
which  she  does  not  specify,  induced  him  to  leave  his  improve- 
ments and  commence  the  settlement  of  Flushing,  where  he 
was  joined  by  his  brother  Henry. 

The  Townsends  were  Friends  or  Quakers,  and  were  soon 
at  variance  Avith  the  Dutch  authorities.  The  differences 
between  them  seem  to  have  had  their  origin  quite  as  much 
in  politics  as  religion,  for  John  To\\T^isend  is  named  by 
Governor  Stuyvesant  among  the  principal  persons  of  Flushing 
"who  resist  the  Dutch  mode  of  choosing  sheriff,  pretending 
"  against  the  adopted  course  in  the  Fatherland,  and  who 


"  refuse  to  contribute  their  share  to  the  maintenance  of 
"  Christian,  pious,  reformed  ministers."  He,  with  the  others 
named,  were  summoned  to  appear  23rd  January,  1648,  before 
the  Director  General,  Governor,  and  Council,  at  Fort 
Amsterdam.  "  If  they  decline,  they  are  to  be  apprehended, 
and  prosecuted  by  the  Attorney  General." 

Thompson,  in  his  history  of  Long  Island,  says  that  on 
account  of  these  difficulties  with  the  Government  the  Town- 
sends  left  Flushing  and  went  to  Warwick,  Rhode  Island, 
where  they  were  all  three  elected  members  of  the  Provincial 
Assembly,  besides  holding  municipal  offices. 

In  1656  they  again  attempted  a  settlement  on  Long 
Island ;  and  in  that  year  obtained,  with  others,  the  patent 
for  Jamaica,  then  called  Rusdorp.  Very  soon,  however,  the 
old  religious  difficulties  beset  them.  Henry,  whose  line  of 
descendants  we  shall  specially  follow  in  these  pages,  seems 
to  have  made  himself  particularly  obnoxious,  although,  as 
shown,  John  neither  concealed  nor  compromised  his  opinions. 
In  1 657  Henry  was  sentenced  to  pay  £8  (Flanders),  or  to 
leave  the  province  in  six  weeks  for  having  "  called  together 
Conventicles." 

The  people  of  Flushing  held  a  meeting  and  addressed 
a  remonstrance  to  the  Governor,  written  by  the  Town  Clerk, 
and  signed,  among  others,  by  Tobias  Feak,  Sheriff ;  and 
Noble  and  Farrington,  two  of  the  Magistrates ;  and  presented 
by  the  Sheriff.  He,  the  Clerk,  and  Magistrates,  were 
arrested,  and  John  Townsend  also,  upon  a  charge  of  having 
induced  the  Magistrates  to  sign,  and  he  was  ordered  to  find 
bail  in  £12,  to  appear  when  summoned. 

Henry  was  brought  before  the  Council,  January  15th, 
1658,  and  condemned  to  pay  £100  (Flanders),  and  to  remain 
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arrested  until  it  be  paid.  We  are  not  told  how  this  was 
settled ;  but  he  was  in  Oyster  Bay  during  this  year,  as  his 
signature  as  a  witness  to  an  Indian  deed  proves.  In  January, 
1661,  two  of  the  magistrates  furnished  the  names  of  twelve 
persons,  including  John  and  Henry  Townsend  and  their 
wives,  "  who  countenanced  the  QuaJcers."  Henry  was  again 
imprisoned,  but  there  is  no  indication  that  John  was  molested. 
At  one  period  of  this  imprisonment  (we  learn  through  Dr.  P. 
Townsend)  his  daughter,  Rose,  a  child  of  nine,  fed  her  father 
through  the  bars  of  his  prison  window,  the  only  access  to 
him  available. 

The  homestead  at  Cedar  Swamp,  Long  Island,  was  sold 
by  the  Indians  to  the  Townsend  brothers,  and  has  remained 
in  their  hands  ever  since.  The  Indian  deed  is  ■still  held  by 
the  family  ;  which  can  be  said  of  very  few  places  in  the  toAvn. 
This  land  is  now  owned  by  the  heirs  of  the  late  Micajah  (1st) 
Townsend,  who  are  the  great,  great,  great  grand-children  of 
Henry  (1st)  Townsend.  Alexander  and  John  Townsend, 
great  grand-sons  of  Micajah  (1st)  Townsend,  are  the  only 
male  descendants  of  Henry  (Istj  Townsend,  now  upon  the 
Island  (1865) ;  and  to  their  mother  we  are  indebted  for  some 
of  the  foregoing  facts,  through  the  "  Memorial  of  Townsend 
Brothers." 

This  account  of  the  Townsends  before  they  came  to 
Oyster  Bay  is  taken  entirely  from  Thompson's  "  History  of 
Long  Island,"  He  probably  received  it  from  Dr.  Peter 
Townsend,  whose  note  book  shows  conclusively  the  reasons 
why  Henry  was  so  much  more  involved  in  these  difficulties 
than  John,  who  was  also  a  Friend.  John  attended  "  Conven- 
ticles" and  "countenanced  Quakers,"  but  Henry  went  from 
door  to  door  urging  people  to  attend  their  meetings,  Avhich 
gave  great  umbrage,  especially  as  regards  young  people  and 
children. 
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From  the  date  of  the  Mill  Grant,  September  16th,  1661, 
the  history  of  the  brothers  and  their  descendants  has  been 
arrived  at  from  the  Town  Records  and  family  papers,  which 
have  appeared  in  the  Memorial  of  John,  Henry  and  Richard, 
published  by  W.  A.  Townsend,  of  New  York,  in  1865  ;  also 
from  papers  which  have  come  to  us  recently  through  the  late 
Ivcv.  Micajah  Townsend,  of  Clarenceville,  Canada. 

The  following  cojiy  from  the  original  paper  of  Esquire 
George  Townsend,  of  Norwich,  Connecticut,  now  in  the 
possession  of  his  grandson,  John  Townsend,  of  Poughkeepsie, 
must  have  been  written  late  in  the  Summer  or  early  in  the 
Autumn  of  1769.     It  may  be  of  some  interest  to  our  readers  : 

"  To  ClIHISTOPnEE   TOWI^SEND, 

I  make  bold  to  write  to  you,  and  am  but  a 
stranger,  altliough  I  am  apt  to  believe  that  we  both,  sprung 
from  one  family,  no  longer  agone  than  our  great  grandfathers 
and  if  what  I  have  heard,  that  you  have  had  some  desire  to  know 
the  geneaology  of  our,  or  I  might  have  said,  your  familj',  which 
is  what  I  have  heard  by  Samuel  Townsend,  a  kinsman  of  yours 
here  at  Oyster  Bay,  which  is  what  hath  occasioned  the  boldness 
that  I  have  taken,  being  myself  desirous  of  a  further  knowledge 
in  that  than  I  have  been  able  to  learn  as  yet,  there  not  having 
been  many  of  our  name  hereabouts  since  my  time,  vcrj-  inquisitive 
about  the  history  of  our  ancestors.  And  as  Justice  Samuel 
Townsend  was  telling  me,  some  time  agone,  that  a  relation  of 
his,  in  Rhode  Island,  Christopher  Townsend  by  name,  an  elderly 
man,  was  very  desirous  to  know  something  more  of  the  genea- 
logy of  the  Townsends  than  he  then  did  ;  and  I  now  begin  to  be 
a  man  in  years  myself,  and  am  willing  to  send  this  to  Ehode 
Island,  to  Cliristopher  Townsend,  to  get  him  to  inform  me  more 
than  I  know  already.  I  shall  take  it  as  a  kindness  of  you,  and 
shall  be  much  obliged  to  you  for  it,  after  I  have  told  you,  by 
writing,  what  I  have  heard  already  from  some  of  my  old 
relations,  by  way  of  traditional  account,  and  no  other  way.  As 
early  as  the  disturbance  in  England,  in  the  time  of  King  Charles 
the  First,  the  first  Townsend  came  into  America,  with  a  great 
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number  of  others,  on  a  religious  account ;  and,  as  I  have  said  be- 
fore, those  Townsends,  our  anrestors,  came  three  brothers,  John 
Townsend,  Henry  Townsend  and  Eichard  Townseud.  Henry 
Townsend,  the  youngest  brother  but  one,  carae  first,  and  being  a 
handy  craftsman,  came  to  some  parts  of  Long  Island,  as  it  was 
and  is  sometimes  called,,  being  one  of  the  first  men  in  these  parts 
that  ever  erected  a  grist  mill,  and  in  the  town  of  Oyster  Bay  in 
j)articular.  And  as  ho  had  been  used  to  the  seas,  as  I  have  been 
told,  he  went  home  again  to  England  [wrong — he  did  not  return 
to  England]  before  he  married,  and  then  he  came  again.  He 
married  and  settled  in  Oyster  Bay,  and  after  he  was  married, 
the  youngest  brother,  Eirliard  Townsend  came,  a  young  man, 
and  after  some  time  he  married  one  of  his  brother  Henry's  wife's 
sisters  — both  Coles  .  .  .  But  to  return  to  their  father,  John 
Townsend  the  Fii'st.  He  carae  an  old  man,  into  these  parts, 
before  the  town  was  punhased,  ar:d  made  large  improvempiits, 
and  was  dead  before  the  Town  Charter  or  Patent  was  taken. 
But  there  is  a  great  deal  of  mention  made  of  Elizabeth  Townseud, 
his  widow ;  but  what  her  maiden  name  was,  or  what  countrj-- 
womau,  I  don't  know,  but  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  she  was 
a  Scotch  or  Irish,  which,  I  could  never  learn  ;  but  our  great 
grandfather,  her  husband,  came  out  of  the  County  Norfolk,  in 
England,  near  Norwich,  which  occasioned  ray  grandfather  and 
his  brother  James  to  name  this  place  Norwich,  where  both  pur- 
chased and  improved  lands  before  they  died.  And  they  died  in 
what  was  and  is  still  called  "the  great  sickness,"  which  was 
seventy -two  or  seventy-three  years  agone  the  last  winter  (17C9), 
and  their  father,  John  Townsend,  had  been  dead  a  great  many 
years,  for  my  grandfatlier  died  in  the  house  that  his  mother 
built  after  her  husband  died,  and  the  date  of  that  house,  with 
the  two  first  letters  of  her  name  .  .  Elizabeth  built  the  house  ia 
tlie  year  1C70,  and  my  gi'andfather  was  born  in  this  town,  and 
liis  j'oimgest  brother,  Daniel,  and  most  of  his  brothers  aiid 
sisters  were  born  in  this  country.  This  is  the  sum  and  suhstan.-o 
of  what  I  have  been  able  to  learn  My  grandmother,  that  is  my 
niother's  mother,  had  been  dead  eleven  or  twelve  years,  who 
was  a  woman  of  about  ninety  years  old,  who  knew  all  the  old 
settlors  of  this  town,  such  as  our  grandfathers  and  their  brotl.ers 
and  sisters,  but  not  their  father  and  mother.     I  make  bold  to 
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call  you  kinsmaji.  If  3-0  u  know  anything  more  than  all  I  hare 
rehears3d,  I  should  be  glad  to  he  informed.  As  for  any  of  their 
old  writings  I  never  saw  an}'  except  what  is  on  the  town 
records.  My  grandfather  being  one  of  the  youngest  and  your 
grandfather  one  of  the  oldest,  it  seems  likely  for  him  to  have 
had  some  of  his  father's  or  mother's  papers.  And  there  was 
Thomas  Townsend,  a  second  son,  who  was  a  great  writer  in  this 
town  while  here ;  and  he  removed  to  Long  Island,  and  died 
there;  and  it  hath  been  supposed  that  he  left  a  great  many 
papres  in  Rhode  Island,  that  his  children  nor  grand -children 
never  recovered  them  back  again,  and  as  you  are  in  those  parts, 
you  might,  perhaps,  have  any  manuscript  or  letter,  if  any  have 
been  preserved,  of  j'our  great  grandfather  or  great  grandmother, 
coming  into  these  American  parts  ;  and  when  our  great  grand- 
mother died,  all  her  husband's  and  her  own  papers  fell  into  the 
hands  of  her  sons  John  and  Thomas,  for  I  never  saw  or  heard  of 
any,  for  my  part,  and  have  made  a  large  enquiry.  My  father 
was  but  small  when  his  father  died,  so  that  I  don't  expect  to 
learn  anything  further  here,  but  shall  still  press  my  enquiry  in 
so  doing.  If  I  should  ever  chance  to  come  to  Ehode  Island,  I 
should  endeavour  to  find  you  out  for  a  further  acquaintance ;  but 
myself  almost  fifty-six  years  old,  never  having  been  much  abroad, 
but  having  lived  at  Norwich,  the  same  place  that  I  now  do  and 
have  done  ever  since  my  remembrance,  being  the  place  my  grand- 
father and  his  brother  James  gave  name  to,  as  aforesaid.  Not- 
withstanding the  improbability  of  my  coming  to  see  you,  I 
desire  and  beg  the  favour  of  your  calling  to  see  m^,  if  you  should 
perchance  travel  in  these  parts  again.  I  think  I  have  heard  my 
brother  John  saj'  that  a  Christopher  Townsend,  a  Rhode  Island 
man,  had  been  at  his  house  some  few  years  agone,  who  lives  at 
Mamaroneck,  in  Westchester  County.  I  have  spent  the  most 
part  of  this  day  in  meditating  on  the  discourse  that  Justice 
Samuel  Townsend  and  I  had,  within  a  fortnight  or  three  weeks 
agone,  and  in  writing  those  linos,  in  order  to  have  them  ready 
to  send  by  Robert  Stoddard,  Justice  Townsend's  wife's  brother, 
whom  I  saw  yesterday,  as  he  told  me  he  should  return  in  about 
a  week's  time  ;  and  as  I  have  not  wrote  so  correct  as  I  would 
have  done  had  I  had  time,  that  I  shall  beg  the  favour  of  your 
receiving  and  accepting  of  the  same  under  the  most  favourable 
construction."

HENRY  TOWNSEND  miist  have  settled  in  Oyster  Bay 
before  September  16tli,  1661,  as  the  Mill  Grant  bears 
that  date,  but  he  was  not  admitted  as  a  townsman  until  the 
4th  November.  Notwithstanding  all  he  had  suffered  at 
Jamaica  (then  called  Rusdorp)  he  seems  to  have  entertained 
an  affection  for  the  place.  In  1 663  he  gave  a  legacy,  left 
by  Richard  Grassmore  to  his  wife  and  children,  to  that  town 
for  the  support  of  the  poor,  of  which  Thompson  says  that  in 
his  day  the  taxpayers  were  still  enjoying  th^  benefit. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  this  deed  of  gift : — 

"Rusdorp,  the  25th  day  of  third  month,  1663, 
stylo  novo.  These  presents  declareth  to  all  peoiDic 
and  patrons  whom  it  may  concern,  that  I,  Heniy 
Townsend,  of  Oyster  Bay,  late  of  Rusdorp,  in  the 
Province  of  New  Netherlands,  being  approved  of 
by  the  Court  of  Rusdorp,  aforesaid,  to  be  the  law- 
ful Executor  of  Richard  Grassmore,  deceased,  late 
inhabitant  of  the  said  Rusdorp  ;  I  say  approved  of 
by  the  Court,  being  made  by  the  last  will  and 
testament  of  the  said  Richard  Grassmore,  to  be  his 
lawful  Executor,  as  gtated  by  the  Court  aforesaid, 
from  the  virtue,  right,  and  power,  I  received  in  and

by  the  will  of  the  deceased,  Richard  Grassmore, 
aforesaid :  I  do  fully  and  freely,  by  these  presents, 
give  and  bequeath  all  my  right,  of  all  the  housing 
and  lands  of  the  said  Richard  -Grassmore,  that  he 
had  in  the  abovesaid  town,  with  the  meadows  and 
accommodations,  with  all  privileges  and  appur- 
tenances belonging  thereunto,  that  was  his,  or  did 
in  any  way  belong  to  him,  with  all  the  debts  that 
were  due  from  any  inhabitant,  in  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  New  Netherlands  ;  and  also  what  is  due  from 
Captain  Thomas  Millet,  merchant,  for  the  house 
his  son  bought  of  the  deceased,  Richard  Grassmore, 
and  what  is  also  due  from  John  Barker,  butcher 
or  grazier,  or  any  other,  within  the  jurisdiction 
aforesaid.  I  say,  I  do  give  and  bequeath,  all  my 
right,  in  money  and  lands,  aforesaid,  I  say  unto  the 
poor,  viz.,  poor  widows  and  children,  persons  blind, 
or  lame,  or  aged,  that  are  unable  to  get  their  living, 
or  any  that  shall  suffer  by  fire,  whose  necessity 
shall  call  for  relief,  or  any  other  of  the  like  nature, 
within  the  said  town.  And  the  town,  aforesaid, 
shall  annually  make  choice  of  two  men,  which  shall 
have  the  ordering  and  disposing  of  the  said  moneys, 
during  their  year,  for  the  use  aforesaid,  and  then 
to  give  au  account  to  the  town  of  their  proceedings. 
Those  two  men,  aforesaid,  shall  have  liberty  to 
make  sale  of  the  lot  and  accommodations,  and  also 
to  collect  the  debts,  and  with  the  money,  to  buy 
mares  or  cows,  which  may  be  for  a  stock  for  the 
use  of  the  poor,  as  aforesaid ;  and  that  these  cattle 
or  mares  shall  be  put  out,  so  that  increase  may 
arise,  out  of  which,  as  aforesaid,  the  poor  may  be 
relieved;  and  the  principal  shall  be  reserved  for  a 
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stack,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  town,  aforesaid, 
for  ever.  And  whereas,  the  said  Richard  Grass- 
more  did  give  the  said  land  and  moneys  unto  my 
wife  and  children,  I  do  by  these  presents,  to 
prevent  the  suffering  wrong,  give  unto  my  wife  and 
children,  my  house  and  orchard,  with  my  house  lot 
and  half  my  accommodations,  and  half  my  meadow, 
in  the  town  of  Rusdorp,  and  so  by  these  presents, 
take  off  their  rights,  in  the  said  lands  and  moneys. 
I  say,  1,  the  said  Henry  Townsend,  do  for  myself, 
my  heirs,  executors,  or  assigns,  fully  and  freely, 
make  over,  give,  and  bequeath,  all  my  right,  title, 
and  interest  in  the  said  lands  and  moneys,  unto  the 
poor  of  the  town  aforesaid,  to  enjoy  and  possess  for 
ever,  as  is  before  expressed.  That  this  is  my  act 
and  deed,  I  certify,  by  subscribing  my  hand,  the 
day  and  date  above  written,  namely  the  25  th  of  the 
third  month,  anno  1663,  stylo  novo,  Henry 
Townsend." 

Thompson  says  that  beside  the  real  estate,  this  gift 
included  £176  in  money.  When  he  settled  in  Oyster  Bay 
he  bought  or  built  a  house  on  the  main  street,  one  homestead 
being  between  that  and  Quogue  Lane.  He  seems  to  have 
had  occupation  enough  for  two  or  three  men. 

On  the  16th  September,  1661,  the  town  of  Oyster  Bay 
made  a  grant  of  the  Mill  Stream  to  Henry,  to  be  free  from 
all  rates  and  taxes  for  ever,  upon  the  condition  that  he  should 
build  a  mill  (grist)  and  maintain  the  same  in  good  order  for 
the  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  and  others,  upon  the 
payment  of  a  reasonable  toll.  The  mill  was  to  be  such  an 
one  as  at  Norwalk,  on  the  main,  or  an  English  mill.  The 
grant  also  conveyed  a  considerable  portion  of  land,  besides 
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the  exclusive  use  of  the  stream.  Subsequently  Henry  built  a 
saw  mill,  for  which  purpose,  on  the  24th  September,  1673, 
the  town  of  Oyster  Bay  gave  him  a  timber  grant  for  his  use 
and  for  the  requirements  of  the  mill. 

Beside  managing  the  grist  and  saw  mills  he  held  the 
office  of  Town  Clerk,  made  many  surveys,  and  was  employed 
Avith  his  nephew  Thomas  in  all  public  business,  such  as 
adjusting  boundaries,  procuring  patents,  and  buying  lands 
of  the  Indians.  He  assisted  his  sisters-in-law,  the  widows  of 
John  and  Richard,  in  the  settlement  of  their  husbands  estates, 
and  was  executor  and  overseer  (as  they  called  persons 
appointed  to  assist  an  executrix)  to  several  wills,  and  was 
one  of  those  appointed  by  Captain  John  Underbill  to  see  that 
his  children  were  not  wronged,  in  case  his  widow  married 
again.  While  thus  active  for  the  benefit,  public  and  private, 
of  his  neighbours,  he  was  not  negligent  of  his  own  aSairs. 
The  conveyances  to  and  from  him  are  innumerable.  He 
was  endeavouring  to  bring  his  property  into  a  more  compact 
form,  by  sales  and  exchanges,  and  made  besides,  gifts  to  all 
his  children. 

In  1683  he  had  six  acres  laid  out  to  him  on  the  hill, 
upon  which  he  built.  He  gave  his  old  homestead  to  Henry ; 
and  in  1668,  he  gave  the  mill,  or  three-fourths  of  it,  to  his 
sons  Henry  and  John  ;  the  other  quarter  he  gave  to  Rose, 
wife  of  Joseph  Dickinson,  who  sold  it  to  her  brothers, 
reserving  one-fourth  of  the  toll  for  himself  and  his  wife 
during  their  lives. 

Henry  sold  his  share  to  John.  His  son,  Henry  (3rd), 
bought  it  again,  but  finally  John's  son,  Jotham,  bought  it 
from  Henry's  sons,  Henry  and  Absalom.  Henry  (1st)  gave 
a  portion  of  land  also  to  his  three  daughters. 


His  was,  indeed,  a  most  active  old  age,  and  it  is 
pleasant  to  think,  after  all  the  storms  and  contentions  of 
his  youthj  a  peaceful  one. 

He  died  between  February  6th  and  March  30th,  1695, 
when  he  must  have  been  a  very  old  man.  He  was  buried 
on  Mill  Hill,  Oyster  Bay,  Long  Island,  where  a  rough  stone, 
marked  H.  T.,  shows  his  grave.  His  wife,  Anne,  daughter 
of  Robert  Coles,  and  sister  of  his  brother  Richard's  wife, 
sm'vived  him.

IT  is  not  known  who  liis  first,  wife  was,  except  that  her 
name  whs  Johannah.  She  died  October  6th,  1680. 
His  second  wife  was  Esther  Smith.  He  seems  to  have  had 
umch  of  the  tact  and  talent  of  the  family  in  those  days  for 
public  affaii's.  He  was  one  of  the  Town  Sm'veyors  froiTi 
1680  untd  his  death,  a  period  of  nineteen  years.  At  almort 
every  town  meeting  John  Townsend  at  Mill  is  called  on  to 
perform  some  service  for  the  public.  He  died  May  9th, 
1705.  His  widow  lived  until  17-19  certainly,  probably 
longer  according  to  the  traditions  preserved  by  Dr.  P. 
Townsend,  and  corroborated  by  the  town  records ;  she 
must  have  been  a  woman  of  remarkable  energy  and  business 
talent.  Dr.  Townsend  says  she  fitted  out  a  sloop  fur  a 
trading  voyage  to  Ocracoke  Inlet,  N.  C,  and  started  off  with 
her  son  Micajah  and  her  daughter  Zeruiah.  The  cargo 
being  principally  cider  the  sloop  was  nick-named  the 
"Cider  Tub"  by  the  people  of  the  village.  The  doctor 
does  not  tell  us  the  result  of  tlie  speculation  further  than  tli::it 
Dr.  Parish  (who  was,  or  had  been  a  surgeon  in  the  Ro^'al 
Navy)  v/as  of  tlie  party,  and  made  himself  so  agreeable  ;md 
usi'ful  that  he  captivated  Zeruiah,  whom  he  manied.  lie 
tells  us,  however,  that  Esther  was  a  short  stoat  woman.

The  f  olio  win  JT  notice  froni  "  Hall's  History  of  Eastern 
Veriujat,  185S,"  is  of  interest :  — 

"  Micah  Townsend,  whose  name  frequently 
occurs  in  these  pages  as  a  correspondent  of  Governor 
George  Clinton,  deserves  to  be  held  in  remembrance 
as  one  of  those  worthy  fathers  at  Vermont,  Avhose 
sterling  qualities  and  wisdom  and  indomitable 
courage  carved  out  and  shaped  the  dostinv  of  that 
state,  amid  scones  of  cop.viilsion  at  home  and 
abroad.  The  inHuence  which  he  exercised  and 
the  service  whicli  lie  rendered,  at  a  period  in  the 
state's  history  when  education  was  at  a  low  ebb, 
though  not  of  that  bold  and  dazzling  kind  which 
characterizes  the  deeds  of  military  heroes,  and  on 
which  contemporar}"  historians  so  often  delight  to 
seize,  to  spice  their  pages  and  keep  alive  the 
mbihelitary  excitement,  were  most  valuable,  and  duly 
a,ppreciated  by  those  engaged  Avith  him  in  perfect- 
iuff  the    oraanization    of    Vermont.       Though    in 
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principle  and  liabit  an  empliatical  lover  of  peace  he 
was  a  sincere  patriot,  having  the  true  interests  of 
his  country  deeply  at  heart." 

Henry  Townscnd,  the  first  of  the  family  who  settled  in 
America,  came  from  England  to  Long  Island  previous  to  the 
year  1687.  His  grand-son,  Micajah  Tqwnsend,  married 
Elizabeth  Piatt.  I'heir  son,  the  subject  of  this  notice,  was 
born  at  Cedar  Swamp,  Oyster  Bay,  Long  Island,  on  the 
Kith  May,  1749,  O.S.  After  persuing  the  studies 
commonly  taught  in  elementary  schools  and  other.^:  under  the 
guidance  of  a  neighbouring  clergyman,  preparatory  to  a 
collegiate  course,  he  entered  at  the  age  of  fourteen  the  college 
of  Nasseau,  in  Princeton,  New  Jersey,  during  the  presidency  of 
Dr.  Elihu  Spencer.  At  the  end  of  four  years,  having  completed 
the  usual  course  of  academic  studies,  he  proceeded  Bachelor 
of  Arts  on  the  8th  of  October,  17G6;  and  during  the  preisi- 
dency  of  Dr.  John  Witherspoon  pi'oceeded  IVIaster  ojf  Arts  on 
the  Otli  of  October,  1769.  On  leaving  college  in  1766,  he 
innnediatel}'  commenced  the  study  of  law  in  the  office  of 
tlie  Hon.  Thomas  Jones,  a  distinguished  Barrister  and 
Attorney  in  the  City  of  New  York,  and  .subsequently  a 
Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Province  of  New  York. 
Having  continued  this  pursuit  for  the  term  of  four  years, 
he  was  admitted  to  the  practice  of  the  law  on  the  6th  April, 
1770,  by  a  commission  under  the  hand  and  seal  of  the  Hon. 
Cadwaller  Colden,  Lieutenant-Governor  of  the  Colony. 

Soon  after  his  admission  to  the  bar  he  established  him- 
self in  his  profession  at  White  Plains,  in  Westchester  County, 
New  York,  where  he  remained  until  after  the  commence- 
ment of  the  War  of  the  Revolution.  Attached  by  conviction 
and  by  principle  to  the  cause  of  the  colonies  he  freely  lent 
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his  efforts  to  advance  that  cause.  He  served  as  Clerk  to  the 
Westchester  Countj'  Committee  of  Safety ;  and  on  the  22nd 
of  June,  1776,  was  appointed  to  the  command  of  a  conipan}- 
of  militia  in  that  county,  containing  fifty  men,  including 
officers,  which  had  been  raised  to  defeat  the  machinations  of 
the  Tories,  who  abounded  in  that  region.  On  the  25th"  of 
July  following,  he  was  ordered  to  take  post  at  the  mouth  of 
the  Croton  River,  and  contiimed  on  duty  in  and  about  that 
locality  until  the  end  of  October.  On  the  night  of  the  1st  of 
November,  1776,  it  became  evident  to  General  Washington 
that  the  British  were  preparing  to  take  possession  of  the 
heights  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  White  Plains,  which  he 
then  held  with  his  troops.  In  order  to  gain  a  moie  secure 
position  he  broke  up  his  camp,  and  having  previ(iusly  set  tire 
to  the  houses  in  the  White  Plains  and  the  neighbourhood, 
removed  his  forces  to  a  more  mountainous  region  in  the 
vicinity  of  North  Castle.  The  destractio.i  of  the  village 
where  lie  had  at  first  entered  upon  the  active  duties  of  life 
was  doubtless  the  immediate  cause  which  led  Mr.  Townsend 
to  seek  in  the  interior  of  the  country  a  residence  less 
exposed  tu  the  distm-bances  of  that  exciting  period.  Kenuiving 
to  the  beautiful  village  of  Brattleborough,  Vermont  (a  view 
of  which  may  be  seen  in  our  fi'ontispiece),  he  was  soon 
suiTounded  by  friends,  and  on  the  loth  of  August,  177S, 
married  Mary,  daughter  of  Colonel  Saumol  Vfeils  of  Brattle- 
borough, Vermont. 

In  the  controversy  which  at  this  time  raged  with 
peculiar  animosity  in  the  South-Eastem  portion  of  Vermont, 
relative  to  the  New  Hampshire  Grants,  Mr.  Townsend  at 
the  first  sided  with  the  supporters  of  tlie  Now  York 
Jurisdiction,  and  was  in  con.stant  communication  with 
Governor  Clinton.      His  letters,   extracts  from   which  have 
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been  given  in  tlie  body  of  this  work,  were  '  always  prepared 
with  accuracy,  expressed  in  well-chosen  language,  and 
engrossed  in  a  chirography  of  singular  beauty.  He  was 
frequently  entrusted  with  the  conduct  of  important  negotia- 
tions between  the  Provincial  Government  of  New  York  and 
rita  supporters  in  Vermont,  and  he  never  failed  to  perform 
}iis  duty  in  a  manner  which  gave  the  completest  satisfaction. 
In  the  Supply  Bill  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  New  York 
on  the  4th  of  November,  1778,  the  sum  of  £60  was 
.appropriated  to  him,  in  payment  of  his  "  expenses  in  attending 
upon  the  Legislature  on  the  business  of  quieting  the  disorders 
prevailing  in  the  North-Eastern  parts  of  the  state."  ; 

'  The  share  which  he  had  taken  in  military  affairs  at  White 
Plains,  N.Y.,  had  secured  for  him  the  enmity  of  the  Tories 
who  infested  that  part  of  the  country,  and,  when  occasion 
offered,  they  did  not  fail  to  clothe  this  feeling  in  deeds. 
In  the  year  1781,  having  obtained  permission  from  Governor 
Clinton  to  visit  Long  Island,  he  performed  the  journey, 
but,  in  a  letter  to  the  Governor,  written  at  Fishkill  on  the 
16th  of  May,  1781,  while  on  his  way  home,  he  informed  his 
Excellency  that  he  had  met  with  abuse  in  the  City  of  New 
York  from  the  Westchester  refugees  ;  had  been  "  once  carried 
before  his  Worsliip,"  the  British  Mayor  of  that  city,  and 
had  been  obliged  to  take  a  different  route  on  his  return, 
to  avoid  his  "  old  enemies,"  who  were  lying  in  wait  to 
take  him.  "A  thousand  pounds,"  said  he,  "would  not 
tempt  me  to  a  similar  visit." 

Having  come  to  the  conclusion,  after  an  honest  and 
careful  review  of  the  circumstances,  that  New  York  would 
never  be  able  to  substantiate  her  claim  to  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Grants,  or  to  enforce  her  laws  in  that  district,  he  took 
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the  oath  of  allegiance  to  and  became  a  citizen  of  Vennont. 
In  the  practice  of  his  profession,  though  not  distinguished  as 
an  eloquent  advocate,  he  j)ossessed  what  was  of  more  value 
than  eloquence^ tlie  estimation  of  the  community  for  in- 
tegrity. By  reason  of  his  legal  attainments  and  the  sound- 
ness of  bis  judg-ment  he  was  esteemed  the  first  lawyer  in  the 
state,  and  dnring  the  twenty-four  years  of  his  residence  in 
Brattleborough  his  practice  Avas  successful  and  profitable. 
At  this  place,  his  children,  five  daughters  and  three  sons, 
were  all  born.  In  the  year  17tMl  he  Avas  chosen  Judge  and 
■Registrar  of  Probate  of  Windham  County,  and  held  thos6 
offices  until  the  year  1787. 

The  constitution  of  Vermont,  which  had  been  established 
by  a  Convention  on  the  2nd  of  July,  1777,  was  never  sub- 
mitted to  the  people  for  popular  discussion,  lest,  in  those 
ei*itical  times,  when  unanimity  was  tlie  only  strength,  its 
consideration  should  create  disunion.  Having  been  acted 
upon  as  an  experiment  for  eight  years  it  was  found  to  admit 
of  so  many  pi-actical  abuses  that  its  reAasion  was  regarded  as 
imperative.  This  duty  devolved  upon  a  council  of  censors, 
who  were  chosen  from  the  ablest  men  in  the  state  for  this 
specific  purpose,  and  of  this  council  Jlicah  Townsend  was 
the  secretary.  Their  Sessions  were  held  at  Norwich,  in  June, 
1785  ;  at  Windsor,  in  September  and  October  folloAving, 
and  at  Bennington,  in  Febniary,  1786.  All  the  members  of 
this  body  doubtless  participated  in  the  discut^sions  of  the 
various  points  embraced  in  the  work  they  had  in  hand,  and 
justly  shared  in  the  honor  of  the  labour ;  but  their  secretary 
alone  could  mould  and  shape  the  honest  but  crude  suggestions 
into  the  clear  and  explicit  form  of  legislative  procedilrd. 
The  discriminating  acumen  acquired  by  his  Itegal  educatioft 
gaA'e   him    an    ability  in    drafting  judicial    and   legislative 
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djfiCumeQtiS,  which  was  then  as  important  as  it  was  raEG,  a^di 
was  dulj  appreciated  by  such  men  of  his  associates  as  the 
Hon,  Messrs.  Marvin,  Robinson,  Moseley,  Walbridge,  Marsh, 
Jacob,  and  Hunt. 

In  ihe  year  1781  Mr.  Townsend  was  called  to  fill  the 
office  of  Secretary  of  State  under  the  administration  of  the 
Hon.  Thomas  Chittenden,  and  continued  in  that  station  by 
apnual  election  until  1788.  While  occupyii^g  this  position, 
his  habits  of  promptitude  and  regularity  enabled  him,  by 
reforming  the  looseness  and  confusion  which  had  prevailed 
in  the  department,  to  establish  system  and  order ;  by  these 
means  access  to  the  records  was  rendered  easier,  and  the 
facilities  for  the  despatch  of  business  were  increased. 

Pending  the  controversy  between  New  York  and 
Yermont,  Micah  Townsend  was,  on  the  10th  of  July,  1784, 
arrested  in  the  City  of  New  York,  by  Seth  Smith,  *' solely 
for  his  officiating  in  the  line  of  his  duty  as  Clerk  of  the 
County  Court  of  Windham  County,"  and  was  obliged  to  giy^ 
bail  in  the  sum  of  ^2,000  for  his  appearance.  The  matter 
having  been  laid  before  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State, 
an  act  of  indemnity  was  passed  at  the  next  Session  of  the 
Legislature,  by  which  commissioners  were  appointed  to  si^ll 
land,s  in  the  Sta,te  of  Verjmont  belonging  to  citizens  of  New 
York  until  money  eiaough  should  be  raised  from  the  sales  t<? 
reimburse  Mr.  Townsend.  all  the  expenses  consequent  upon 
Ijiis.  arreat. 

For  domestic  reasons  Mr.  Townsend  resigned  his  state 
)?ea?etaryship  in  1788,  [much  to,  the  regret  of  all  persons 
connected  with  the,   government.      On  tendering  to  th^ 
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Legislature  the  seals  of  his  office,  the  event  was  noticed  by 
the  house  in  the  following  complimentary  resolution : — 

In  General  Assembly,  21st  October,  1788. 

"  Resolved,  that  this  House,  having  accepted  the  resignation  of 
"  Micah  Townsend,  Esq.,  hite  Secretary  of  this  State,  feel 
"  themselves  obliged  to  express  the  warmest  sentiments  of 
"  gratitude  to  that  gentleman  for  the  fidelity  and  skill  with 
"  which  he  has  discharged  the  duties  of  his  said  office : 
"  That  it  is  with  reluctance  we  consent  that  an  officer  of 
"  state  of  his  ingenious  accomplishments,  which  have  been 
"so  faithfully  aud  to  so  general  satisfaction  exerted  for  the 
"  public  good,  should  so  soon  retire  from  the  station  he  has 
"  filled  with  advantage  to  the  state  and  honor  to  himself." 

His  services  were  rendered  with  great  fidelity,  and  were 
left  to  the  judgment  of  those  for  whom  he  laboured,  without 
any  subsequent  effort  to  bring  them  to  notice.  The 
estimation  in  which  they  were  held  by  a  man  whose  memory 
will  ever  be  fresh  in  the  hearts  of  the  inhabitants  of  Vermont, 
affords  additional  evidence  of  their  value.  "  h\  the  year 
1835,  I  was  in  Middlebury,"  writes  his  son,  the  Rev.  Canon 
Townsend,  "and  called  upon  the  Hon.  Nathaniel  Chipman, 
an  early  friend  of  my  father  (Micah  Tovrasend),  from  whom 
I  learned  the  high  estimation  in  which  he  was  held  for  his 
integrity,  the  clearness  of  his  intellect,  and  his  legal  attain- 
ments. This  opinion  he  illustrated  by  saying,  "  the  State  of 
Vermont  would  this  day  have  been  far  wiser  and  richer 
could  she  have  retained  his  services  from  the  time  of  his 
resignation  to  the  present,  at  a  salary  of  ten  thousand 
dollars  per  annum." 

He  now  retired  from  all  public  business  to  the  bosom  of 
his  family,  residing  still  in  Brattleborough  until  the  year 
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1801,  when  he  disposed  of  his  estate  at  that  place  to  the 
Hon.  Royall  Tyler,  and  with  his  family  dwelt  in  Guilford 
for  one  year.  In  the  spring  of  1802  he  removed  to  the 
To-miship  of  Farnham,  Lower  Canada,  where  a  grant  of 
land  had  been  made  by  the  British  Government  of  twelve 
hundred  acres  to  each  of  the  children  of  Colonel  Samuel 
Wells,  as  a  compensation  for  the  losses  sustained  by  their 
father  during  the  revolutionary  war.  He  lived  here  in 
retirement,  devoted  to  domestic  and  religious  duties  until 
1816,  when  he  changed  his  residence  to  Clarenceville,  that 
he  might  spend  the  evening  of  his  life  with  his  son,  the 
Rev.  Blicajah  Townsend.  Although  for  many  years  he  had 
intended  not  to  engage  again  in  public  business,  yet,  as  his 
health  was  good  and  his  faculties  unimpaired,  he  yielded  to 
the  solicitation  of  the  people  to  make  himself  useful  among 
them  as  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  from  the  Governor, 
tlie  Earl  of  Dalhousie,  he  received  the  appointment  of 
Judicial  Commissioner  for  the  trial  of  small  causes.  At- 
length,  admonished  by  the  infirmities  of  age,  he  resigned 
these  offices,  and  filled  up  his  time  in  gardening,  reading, 
and  meditation. 

In  the  year  1831  he  was  called  to  part  with  the  faithful 
wife  of  many  years  who  died  on  the  27th  June,  at  the  age  of 
seventy-one,  in  the  peace  and  joy  of  Christian  hope.  To  her 
he  had  been  united  for  more  than  half  a  century,  and  he 
mourned  her  loss  with  deep  sorrow  and  a  chastened 
submission.  Her  departure  was  regarded  by  him  as  a 
solemn  premonition  of  his  own  decease  at  no  distant  period, 
and  this  presentiment  was  soon  verified,  for  he  survived  her 
but  ten  months.  About  the  middle  of  the  following  spring 
he  was  attacked  with  chills  and  fever,  and  on  the  23rd 
of  April,  1832,  his  mortal  life  terminated  at  the  age  ot 
about  eighty-three.

habits  were  characterized  by  system,  order,  and  correctness^ ;. 
his  disposition  yfas  mild,  amiable,  and  forgiving  ;  his  perso^ial 
(^eportment  wras  dignified  yet  unforbidding ;  arfd  his 
manners  graceful,  polished,  and  gentlemanly.  For  the  las^i, 
thirty  years  of  his  life  his  daily  practice  was  to  retire  for  an 
hour  at  twilight  for  meditation  and  prayer,  and  yet  hiii 
personal  piety  which  -v^as  thus  sust9,ined,  apd  was  fuEtJ[\C5 
evinced  by  q,  constant  attendance  at  public  worship  and; 
communion  in  the  Episcopal  church,  of  which  he  had  been 
from  his  youth  a  member,  was  of  a  meek  and  unobtrusive 
character,  commending  itself  more  by  deeds  than  words. 

Though  his  physical  activity  was  abated  by  age,  h^s 
bodily  health  was  unimpaired,  and  his  power,  sight, 
and  hearing  undiminished.  His  mental  powers,  upheld 
by  the  habit  of  reading,  had  lost  but  little  of  their 
rigour  ;  and  he  could  compose  and  write  with  his  customary 
ease  and  perspicuity  up  to  the  time  of  his  last  illness.  His 
remains  were  laid  by  the  side  of  those  of  his  wife,  iu 
the  cemetery  of  the  Parish  of  St.  George,  Clarenceville, 
Lower  Canada.

Harriet  Matilda  Townsend,  daughter  of  Micah  Town- 
send  and  Mary  Wells,  was  born  at  Brattleboro',  Vermont, 
9th  August,  1779.  She  died  at  Montreal,  Canada,  2nd  May, 
1848;  and  was  buried  at  Clarenceville,  P.Q.,  Canada,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  her  will.  Of  her  early 
life  we  know  but  little,  save  that  she  moved  from  Brattleboro', 
Vermont,  to  Farnham,  Lower  Canada  in  1802.  She  became 
possessed  of  a  small  amount  of  property,  and  owned  a  house 
and  lot  in  Philipsburgh,  Canada,  which  property  is  referred 
to  in  various  letters  in  the  possession  of  the  heirs  of  the  late 
Kev.  M.  Townsend,  her  brother ;  and  especially  in  a  copy  of 
her  last  will  and  testament,  of  which  we  think  it  interesting 
to  attach  a  co]iy.  She  was  a  woman  of  rather  precise  and 
emphatic  manner  and  great  determination,  possessed  of  deep 
Christian  piety  and  the  strictest  integrity.  She  carried 
on  and  directed  a  school  at  Philipsburgh  for  some  years, 
and  we  believe  we  may  say,  without  fear  of  contradiction, 
she  maintained  a  fair  standard  of  discipline.  She  remained 
unmarried  (except  to  "  good  works,"  as  her  brother  Micajah 
T.  tells  us),  and  this  may  have  accentuated  the  intellectual 
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decisiveness  of  her  manner  and  character.  Nor  was  slie 
without  the  power  of  deep  affection  and  sympathy,  as  her 
letters  abundantly  show. 

The  copy  of  her  Will  here  follows : — 

Last  Wtll  and  Testament  of  the  late  Harriet  M.  Townsexd. 

"Deeply  impressed  with  the  uncertainty  of  life,  and 
desirous  to  prevent,  as  far  as  I  am  able,  the  closinji  scene 
of  mine  from  being  disturbed  with  worldly  cai-es,  I  do  now, 
while  in  the  enjoyment  of  health  and  of  my  usual  mental 
faculties,  make  the  following  disposition  of  my  temporal 
concerns.  But  first  with  solemn  awe  and  humble  reverence, 
I  commit  myself  to  God,  my  Creator.  "Dust  to  dust, 
ashes  to  ashes  !  "  The  Spirit  to  Him  "tvho  breathed  into 
my  nostrils  a  living  Soul !— all  in  the  confiding  hope  of  a 
resurrection  to  eternal  life,  through  the  merits  and  atone- 
ment of  my  blessed  Redeemer.     Amen." 

"  Should  it  please  God  that  my  earthly  existence 
terminate  within  two  day's  journey  of  Clarenceville,  it  is 
my  earnest  request  that  my  remains  be  tiiken  thither  for 
interment  and  placed  in  the  vacant  space  left  for  them  in 
the  church  yard,  between  the  graves  of  my  mother  and  my 
sister  ;  and  it  is  also,  not  only  my  earnest  request,  but  ray 
solemn  injunction,  that  every  thing  relating  to  my  obsequies 
may  be  as  plain  and  void  of  expense  as  decency  (not  in 
town  but  in  the  country)  will  admit.  I  request  that  no 
undertakers,  with  their  long  train  of  useless  and  ex- 
travagant expenditures,  may  be  employed  ;  decent  grave 
dlothes  are  prepared,  in  additon  to  which,  a  pluin,  simple, 
cheap  coffin  only,  will  be  requisite." 

"  The  removal  of  the  corpse  to  Clarenceville,  and  when 
it  will  subsequently  be  convenient,  a  simple  grey  marble 
grave  stone,  similar  to  those  on  each  side,  to  note  the 
name,   age  and  date,  without  comment,  comprise  all  the 
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indispensable  expenses,  to  defray  which,  I  leave  twentj'- 
five  pounds,  deposited  in  the  Provident  &  Savings  Bank  of 
Montreal  in  January  1844.  which  my  brother,  the  Rev. 
Micajuh  Townsend,  will  be  pleased  to  draw  out,  together 
with  any  interest  that  may  be  due  thereon,  and  apply  to  the 
above  purposes,  which  I  beg  he  will  himself  (should  he 
survive  me)  see  accomplished  at  the  proper  times, — should 
there  be  any  surplus  remaining  from  the  expenses  of  in- 
terment, I  wish  it  to  be  applied  to  refunding  the  cost  of  such 
slight  mourning  as  he  or  any  of  his  family  may  desire  to 
wear  on  the  occasion;  as,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  my  beloved 
daughter  Mrs.  Gale  is  so  amply  provided  for  that  the  little  I 
possess,  independent  of  her  husband's  bounty,  would  be  un- 
desired  and  unnecessary  to  her,  I  feel  it  an  imperative  duty 
to  dispense  that  little  to  other  relatives,  whom  it  would 
essentially  benefit;  and  the  more  easily  to  effect  such 
purpose,  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  beloved  and  only 
remaining  brother,  the  Rev.  Micajah  Townsend,  my  lot  of 
land  in  the  Village  of  Philipsburgh,  St.  Armand,  being  a 
portion  of  lot  No.  4,  on  Day  Street,  the  house  and  out- 
buildings thereon  erected,  together  with  a  stove,  dumb- 
stove,  and  all  other  things  in  and  about  the  house, 
belonging  to  me,  subject  to  the  conditions  hereafter  named, 
to  enable  him  to  fulfil  which  I  hereby  appoint  him  my 
executor,  and  empower  him  to  take  possession  of  the 
property  as  soon  after  my  decease  as  practicable  ;  when  I 
leave  it  entirely  to  his  judgment  either  to  dispose  of  it,  if 
he  care  to  do  so  advantageously,  and  invest  the  money  so 
that  it  will  be  safe  and  produce  an  available  and  certain  in- 
come ;  or  to  continue  to  let  it,  as  has  been  heretofore  done. 
The  conditions  on  which  the  bequest  is  made  are  as 
follows  : — That  Mr.  Townsend  examine  into  the  state  of 
the  premises,  and  if  necessary,  see  that  the  requisite 
repairs  are  made  to  preserve  the  property  in  good  condition ; 
that  he  see  the  groimd  rent,  insurance,  taxes,  and  any 
contingent  expenses  that  maj'  arise  upon  it  regularly  paid 
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for  rent  (over  what  shall  be  immediately  required  fur 
repairs  to  make  the  house  tenau table)  he  repay  any  person  al 
outlays  he  may  have  made  in  the  execution  of  ray  purposes  ; 
and  when  his  receipts  from  the  property  shall  ha\e  been 
sufficient  to  pay  all  such  expenses,  Le  will  receive  the  rent 
himself  as  a  compensation  for  his  trouble,  paying  onl}- 
therefrom  the  sum  of  £5  currency,  annually,  to  my  dear 
niece  M.  Matilda  Townsend  as  long  as  she  continues  single 
and  unprovided  for,  but  should  she  ever  be  well  settled  in 
life,  then  this  annuity  is  to  cease,  and  the  property  be 
thenceforth,  unencumbered  with  any  farther  clog,  entirely 
at  my  brother's  disposal,  either  to  lay  by  as  an  aid  in  the 
education  of  his  children  or  to  expend  in  any  way  he  thinks 
expedient.  But  if  by  the  providence  of  God  my  beloved 
brother  should  not  survive  me,  then  I  give  and  bequeath 
the  property  to  his  widow,  for  the  benefit  of  their  children, 
upon  the  same  conditions  as  it  would  have  been  given  to 
her  husband  had  he  survived  by  the  above  testament.  To 
my  dear  sister-in-law,  Mrs.  Townsend,  I  leave  as  a  token  of 
affectionate  remembrance  my  mourning  brooch,  also  what- 
ever articles  of  furniture,  etc.,  remain  of  those  1  left  at  her 
house  in  1S^39,  except  the  bed  and  bedding,  which  I  leave 
to  my  niece,  Mary  Matilda  Townsend,  together  with  one 
dozen  silver  teaspoons,  one  sugar  tongs,  and  one  pair  of 
salt  spoons ;  also  any  books  she  may  choose  to  select  from 
the  few  volumes  I  left  at  Mr.  Townsend's,  together  with 
the  annuity  in  money  previously  named  should  she  be  so 
circumstanced  at  my  decease  as  to  require  it ;  in  the  hope 
that  by  a  discreet  and  virtuous  life  she  may  gain  the  favour 
of  God  and  the  goodwill  of  her  fellow  creatures  I  im^jlore 
the  guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit  to  lead  her  aright.  To 
my  beloved  nephew,  Morris  M.  Townsend,  I  bequeath 
Homer's  Iliad  and  Odessey,  two  volumes  presented  me  by 
the  uncle  whose  name  he  bears,  and  which  will,  on  that 
account,  I  trust,  be  the  more  valued  by  him.      To  my  kind 
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brother-in-law,  James  Taylor,  Esquire,  I  leave  my  watch, 
as  a  small  token  of  remembrance, — may  the  Lord  reward 
him  an  hundred  fold  for  his  unremitting  kindness  to  me 
during  the  periods  of  sickness  and  adversity  I  was  called  to 
endure  while  a  resident  near  him  at  Philipsburg.  To  my 
dear  niece,  Julia  Hill,  I  leave  my  two  best  trunks,  also 
suoh  articles  of  mj'  wearing  apparel  not  otherwise  disposed 
of,  as  she  would  like  to  retain,  either  for  her  own  use  or 
that  of  her  sisters.  'I'rusting  that  she  will  do  honour  to  her 
education  by  conscientiously  fulfilling  her  duty  to  God  and 
man  and  aiding  her  father's  family  according  to  her  ability, 
I  commend  her  to  her  Heavenlj'  Father,  and  implore  His 
blessing  upon  her.  To  my  niece,  Emily  Wells,  I  leave 
my  furs  and  winter  bonnet ;  and  to  her  two  sisters, 
Harriet  Matilda  and  Jane,  I  leave  each  a  shawl,  which  Mrs. 
Gale  will  please  to  select  and  forward  to  Farnham. 
Though  I  have  nothing  worthy  of  his  acceptance,  yet,  I 
beg  my  much-esteemed  and  beloved  friend  and  benefactor. 
Judge  Gale,  to  accept  as  a  token  of  remembrance,  a  book, 
entitled.  The  Christian  Philosopher,  and  another,  Wilber- 
force's  Christianity, — may  the  Almighty  bless  and  reward 
him  sevenfold  for  all  the  benefits  he  has  conferred  upon  my 
old  age.  To  Mary  M.  Gale,  daughter  of  my  fondest 
affections — what  can  I  say  ?  I  leave  her  in  the  fostering 
care  of  the  tenderest  of  husbands,  and  I  can  have  no  fear 
that  while  he  is  spared  to  her,  she  will  know  any  personal 
want  that  tenderness  and  liberality  can  supply ;  but  her 
position  is  yet  not  devoid  of  peril, — may  the  Lord  be  her 
safeguard  and  seal  her  to  himself.  The  few  household 
articles  which  I  brought  with  me  to  town  are  hers,  to  do 
with  as  she  pleases  ;  a  few  of  the  books  I  lilvcwise  wish  her 
to  retain  for  my  sake,  namely — Comhe's  Physiology, 
Geographical  Dictionary,  Hit^loryof  the  American  Church, 
and  Selections  Jrom  the  Writings  of  Mrs.  Davidson ;  and 
finally  I  implore  aid  from  above  to  enable  her  to  train  up 
the  precious  souls  committed  to  her  care  in  the  fear  and 
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admonition  of  the  Lord.  To  my  precious  Anna,  beloved 
child  of  my  fondest  affections,  I  leave  as  a  token  of  my 
undying  love,  a  Bible  with  my  ble&sing,  and  an  earnest  in- 
junction that  when  she  is  old  enough  to  understand  its 
saving  truths  she  will  read  it  with  prayerful  attention  and 
humility  of  spirit,  and  early  give  up  her  young  heart  in 
faith  and  luve  to  Him,  who  when  her  father  and  mother 
forsake  her — or  in  other  words,  when  they  have  entered  in- 
to their  rest — will  assuredly  take  her  up.  I  leave  also  my 
Ivory  Tablets,  "Amir  Khan,"  and  "  Minstrel  &  Shipwreck," 
to  my  sweet  little  god-daughter,  Agnes  Logan.  And  now  in 
the  cherished  hope  of  meeting  and  recognising  the  beloved 
members  of  this  family  and  other  dear  friends  who  have 
gone  before  me  in  mansions  above,  I  supplicate  for  grace, 
that  when  the  final  summons  cometh,  as  come  it  must  ere 
long,  I  may  be  found  watching.     Amen  !"

Mrs.  Miranda  (Barber)  Townsend  lives  with  her  daughter, 
Mrs.  Lawrence,  in  Enosburg.  Erastus  T.  lived  upon  the 
home  farm  in  Cambridge  till  after  his  third  marriage,  when 
he  moved  to  Enosburg,  where  he  died  in  1853.

Epenetus  Townsend,  son  of  Micah  Townsend,  Esq.,  of 
Brattleboro',  Vermont,  was  born  January  24th,  1783.  He 
married  Polly  Stoughton,  who  was  born  December  16th, 
1785  ;  she  died  at  Putnam,  Ohio,  July  14th,  1819.  He  died 
at  Cincinnatti,  Ohio,  January,  1839. 

From  his  letters  we  are  disposed  to  think  of  him  as  a 
man  thoroughly  unsuccessful  in  business  and  of  rather  a 
desponding  turn  of  mind.  He  was,  however,  given  to  writing 
largely  in  verse — by  the  hundreds  in  fact — which  bent  of 
mind  might,  perhaps,  account  for  the  deficiencies  in  his  every- 
day life,  which  was  unlikely  to  insure  practical  success.

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Rev.  Micajah  Townsend,  M.A.,  son  of  Micah  Townsend, 
Esq.,  was  born  at  Brattleboro',  Vennont,  January  22nd, 
1789. 

Of  Ms  early  life  and  childhood  we  know  but  little, 
though  we  have  good  reason  to  believe  he  wrote  an  account 
to  be  left  for  his  children ;  unfortunately,  at  the  time  of 
sale  and  removal  from  the  homestead  at  Clarence-s'ille,  in 
1875,  one  of  the  sheets  of  the  manuscript  became  detached 
and  lost.  It  is  to  the  writer  a  great  personal  regTet  that  the 
account  of  his  childhood  cannot  be  given.  The  papers  he  has 
left  break  in  upon  the  record  at  a  time  immediately  after  the 
removal  of  the  family  from  Brattleboro',  Vermont,  to 
Famham,  Canada,  where  the  British  Government  had 
conveyed  to  each  member  of  the  family  of  Colonel  Samuel 
WeUs  1,200  acres  of  land  as  a  reward  for  their  loyalty 
during  the  War  of  Independence.  His  mother  being  a 
daughter  of  Colonel  Samuel  Wells  came  in  therefore  for  an 
allotment  of  1,800  acres  of  this  land. 

Tlie  following  extract  from  a  letter  in  the  St.  JohrCs 
News  of  December,  1889,  is  in  corroboration  of  the  above, 
and  runs  as  follows  : — 

"  Df.partmf.nt  du  Eegistraiee, 

"  Quebec,  llth  December,  1889. 

"  W.  F.  WiLKiNs,  Esq.,  Adamsville. 

"  Sir, — In  answer  to  your  enquiry  of  the  9th  inst.,  I   beg 
"  to  transmit  the   following  information  : — 

"  By  letters  patent  of  the  22nd  October,  1798,  the  hereinunder 
"  mentioned  lots  were  given  collectively  or  in  block  to 
"  Oliver  Wells,  Samuel  Wells,  Robert  Wells,  Richard 
"  Wells,  Samuel  Gale,  Micah  Townsend,  Ephraim  Nash, 
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"  Nathaniel  Church,  Eeuben  Church,  David  Wells, 
"  Abraham  Cuyler,  Cornelius  Cuj'ler  and  Jacob  Glen 
"  Cuyler  (Seventy-eight  lots  in  all  were  donated  to  the 
"  above  parties,  in  ranges  one  to  six  inclusive).  Each.of  the 
"  thirteen  grantees  was  to  have  a  thirteenth  part  of  the 
"  above  lots,  but  the  letters  patent  do  not  state  which  lot 
"  each  one  is  to  have,  the  distribution  being  left  to  the 
"  grantees.  As  for  Charles  St.  Ours,  he  was  granted  by 
"  the  same  letters  patent  the  following  lots  in  the  same 
"  Township  of  Faruham  (Fifteen  lots  were  granted  him 
"  in  the  same  ranges).  None  of  the  above  letters  patent 
"  have  been  cancelled  so  far  as  we  can  see  by  our  register. 

"  Yours  humbly, 
"  (Signed) — J.  C.  Langlikr,  Dep.  Prov.  Registrar." 

The  gi'ants  of  these  lands,  as  before  stated,  were  for 
loyalty  to  the  crowB  and  losses  sustained  during  the  American 
War  of  Independence,  and  one  portion  of  the  grants  fell  to 
Mary,  the  wife  of  Micah  Townsend.  The  last  of  this  grant 
was  not  sold  or  disposed  of  until  about  the  year  1850. 

We  give  Mr.  Townsend's  own  account  of  his  life  from 
the  age  of  thirteen  to  twenty-six,  without  alteration,  not  wish- 
ing to  detract  from  the  beauty  of  style  in  which  it  is  given. 
His  zeal,  earnestness  and  perseverance  in  the  labours 
attending  his  studies,  necessary  to  fit  him  for  the  work  of 
his  Master,  are  an  excellent  example  to  those  of  the  present 
day  who  may  care  to  emulate  his  well-directed  efforts,  under 
trying  circumstances,  in  preparing  for  their  life-work. 

He  rightly  dwells  upon  the  difficulties  of  repairing  by 
subsequent  exertion,  aye,  redoubled  exertions,  the  lack  of 
intellectual  cultivation  which  should  be  given  to  children  before 
they  reach  the  age  of  maturity.  His  power  and  beauty  of 
mind,  as  brought  out  in  after-life,  illustrate  how,  even  with 


the   disadvantages  of  a  neglected  eai'ly  education,  the  latter 
rain  may  bring  a  full  harvest. 

The  following  only  remaining   sheet    of   his   (M.  T's.) 
biography  runs  as  follows : — 

"  Wild  flowers  bloomed  in  rich  variety  at 
their  feet,  diffusing  their  balmy  fragrance  through 
the  air.  A  stream  of  pure  water  (the  Yamaska 
River)  about  thirty  yards  wide  flowed  gently  and 
with  unsui-passed  beauty  between  its  grassy  flower- 
covered  banks,  and  shining  fishes  of  various  kinds 
sported  beneath  its  sm-face.  Over  the  tops  of  this 
almost  unbroken  forest  the  green  mountains  of 
Vermont  and  the  eastern  portion  of  Canada  rear 
their  lofty  heads  in  a  long  and  beautifully  varied 
profile  against  the  eastern  sky,  giving  by  tlieir 
softening  hues  of  light  and  shade  a  rich  loveliness 
to  the  landscape,  for 

"  'Tie  distance  lends  enchantment  to  the  view, 
And  clothes  the  mountain  in  its  azure  hue." 

*'  Though  the  giddy  throng  who  seek  to  kill 
time  by  amusements  were  now  loft  behind,  there 
was  no  place  nor  time  for  ennui ;  ample  eniploy- 
meut  was  furnished  for  every  hand  in  clearing  away 
the  trees  and  rubbish  of  the  forest  and  fitting  tlie 
earth  for  the  reception  of  those  seeds  which  its 
oftice  is  to  increase  and  multiply  for  the  sustenance 
of  man.  Necessity  and  habit  soon  reconciled  the 
family  to  this  new  and  simple  mode  of  life ;  plain 
diet  and  salutary  labour  gave  them  health  of  body 
and  cheerfulness  of  mind  ;  and  habits  of  industry 
and  economy  gave  them  that  practical  education 
which  were  of  vast  importance  to  them  through  the 


remainder  of  their  lives.  As,  however,  thcire  were 
no  schools  of  instruction  in  this  primitive  stage  of 
the  settlement,  the  absence  of  scholastic  advantages 
was,  to  the  individual  now  under  notice,  a  subject 
of  deep  regret  and  serious  deprivation,  more 
especially  as  his  constant  attention  to  domestic 
duties  left  him  no  time  for  the  cultivation  of  his 
mind  by  private  study,  a  calamity  at  his  age 
(between  thirteen  and  twenty-one)  not  to  be 
repaired  by  any  subsequent  exertion.  During  this 
period  of  eight  years,  a  period  the  most  important 
in  the  life  of  a  young  man  for  forming  habits  of 
study,  thought,  reasoning,  comparison,  combi- 
nation and  invention — for  acquii'ing  the  elements  of 
those  sciences  which  are  the  tools  for  the  mind's 
future  labours,  and  the  leading  outlines  of  know- 
ledge in  its  various  departments  which  subsequent 
reading  and  experience  must  fill  up  and  mature 
to  its  perfection — no  proficiency  whatever  was  made 
in  scholastic  studies,  and  so  absorbing  had  the 
physical  duties  become  that  the  least  possible 
amount  of  general  reading  had  been  acquired.  The 
monotony  of  his  pursuits  during  this  period  furnishes 
nothing  worthy  of  notice." 

"  At  the  age  of  sixteen  his  mind  became 
seriously  affected  with  religious  impressions  on 
attending  the  services  of  the  itinerating  Methodists, 
the  only  religious  teachers  who,  for  many  years, 
penetrated  that  thinly  -  settled  wilderness,  with 
whom  he  connected  himself,  and  attended  their 
worship  constantly  for  the  space  of  five  j^ears.  His 
religious  affections  now  led  him. to  fill  up  the  short 
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intervals  of  his  time  with  the  perusal  of  tlie  Scrip- 
tures and  such  other  religious  books  as  he  could 
obtain,  which  served  to  quicken  his  moral  perceptions 
and  imbue  his  mind  and  heart  mth  a  deep  sense  of 
the  fear  of  God  and  of  human  responsibility  ;  and 
although,  at  a  subsequent  period,  when  better  in- 
formed upon  the  relative  claims  to  consideration  of 
the  different  branches  of  the  Christian  church,  he 
deemed  it  his  duty  to  dissolve  his  connection  with  that 
society,  liewas  much  indebted  to  it  for  awakening  his 
youthful  attention  to  the  solemn  obligations  of 
religious  duty,  and  for  warming  his  afEections  with 
the  devout  exercise  of  charity  and  Christian 
communion." 

"  At  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  his  health  was 
somewhat  impaired  by  the  hard  labour  attending 
the  clearing  of  a  new  farm  in  the  wilderness,  to 
which  he  had  ambitiously  applied  himself ;  he 
accordingly  left  home  in  the  spring  of  1810  to  seek 
employment  less  laborious,  and  engaged  himself  in 
the  teaching  of  a  district  school  in  Alburgh,  Vermont, 
which  he  continued  with  much  satisfaction  to  himself 
and  his  employees  for  eight  months,  devoting  his  time 
assiduously  within  school  to  the  improvement  of  the 
children  ;  and  out  of  school  to  the  prosecution  of  his 
own  studies,  which  had  been  so  much  neglected. 
This  enabled  him  to  keep  in  advance  of  his  pupils — 
especially  in  arithmetical  studies,  and  the  Englisli 
grammar  was  at  that  time  seldom  taught  in  common 
schools." 

"  During  the  following  winter  an  application 
was  made  to  him  by  a  merchant  residing  in  Boston, 
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a  Mr.  Jolin  Barnard  (a  former  friend  of  the  family, 
to  whom  his  eldest  sister,  Harriet,  had  written  in 
his  behalf),  expressing  a  wish  to  take  him  into  his 
employment,  to  sujDerintend  a  commercial  establish- 
ment which  he  intended  to  commence  at  Eastport, 
in  Maine.  He  accordingly  proceeded  to  that  city 
in  the  mouth  of  February,  1811,  where  he  was 
received  into  Mr.  Barnard's  family  in  the  most  kind 
and  hospitable  manner.  In  consequence  of  the  exist- 
ing embargo  which  was  imposed  upon  all  American 
commerce,  followed  soon  after  by  a  non-intercourse 
between  the  two  governments,  which  resulted  in 
the  war  of  1812,  Mr.  Barnard  had  by  this  time 
abandoned  the  project  of  the  establishment  at  East- 
port  as  too  hazardous,  even  for  his  enterprising  mind ; 
and  though  requiring  no  additional  assistance  in  his 
business,  he  insisted  on  his  remaining  with  him  for 
a  few  weeks,  that,  if  possiljle,  he  might  jjrocure  for 
him  a  situation  in  some  commercial  house  in  the 
city.  Failing  this,  he  decided  on  returning  to 
Brattleboro',  his  native  place,  to  improve  his 
neglected  education  at  the  academy  or  grammar 
school  established  there  ;  but  in  consequence  of 
having  had  his  pocket  book  containing  most  of  his 
funds  abstracted  from  his  pocket  while  attending  an 
auction  sale,  he  undertook  the  journey  on  foot, 
which  he  accomplished  in  three  days,  the  distance 
being  nearly  one  hundred  miles.  Ho  here  engaged 
to  board  with  Mr.  Silas  Reeve,  formerly  a  friend  of 
his  family,  who  perceiving  his  desire  and  anxiety  to 
study,  kindly  offered  to  wait  for  his  pay  till  the 
following  winter,  when  he  could  earn  it  by  teaching. 


Humbled  and  mortified  on  being  placed  by  the 
side  of  those  not  half  his  age,  who  were  much 
further  advanced  in  scholastic  studies  than  himself, 
he  aroused  all  the  energies  of  his  mind,  and  con- 
centrated them  upon  the  objects  before  him  with  a 
fixed  determination  to  redeem,  as  far  as  possible, 
the  precious  time  he  had  lost.  During  this  six 
months'  study  he  acquired  a  knowledge  of  the 
English  grammar  and  a  good  proficiency  in  the 
exercise  of  parsing ;  he  perfi  irmed  and  wrote-out 
all  the  sums  and  problems  contained  in  Adams' 
Arithmetic  (edition  1808)  ;  committed  to  memory 
Smith's  Latin  Grammar ;  translated  ^sop's  Fables 
from  the  Latin  and  the  three  first  books  of  VirgiVs 
Enidos ;  studied  geography  partially ;  and  com- 
mitted to  memory  the  Greek  grammar." 

''  In  the  November  following  he  commenced 
teaching  a  school  in  Northficld,  Mass.,  which  was  at- 
tended by  between  ninety  and  one  hundred  scholars, 
to  whom  he  devoted  every  hour  of  daylight ;  and 
prosecuted  his  own  studies  usually  till  twelve  o'clock 
at  night,  by  which  means  he  read,  during  the 
winter,  five  books  more  of  Virgil^  reciting  occasion- 
ally to  the  clergyman  of  the  place,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Mason.  From  the  avails  of  his  services  in  this 
school  he  was  enabled  to  discharge  his  obligations 
to  his  kind  friend  Mr.  Reeve  for  the  expenses  of  his 
board,  clothing,  etc.,  for  the  jirevious  summer ; 
and  in  the  following  March,  1812,  he  returned  to 
his  home  in  Canada,  performing  the  journey  of 
two  hundred  miles  on  foot  in  six  days,  when  he 
again  joined  his  family,  to  every  member  of  which 
he  was  devotedly  attached.     He  returned  to  them 
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poor  in  purse,  but  with  his  views  much  changed  with 
respect  to  his  futui'e  pursuits  in  life." 

"  What  little  he  had  seen  of  the  world  within 
the  past  year  had  created  in  him  a  dislike  to 
mercantile  pursuits  and  inspired  him  with  an  in- 
tense desire  for  study  to  qualify  him  for  professional 
life.  The  first  sip  which  he  had  now  taken  at  the 
fountain  had  excited  a  lively  thirst  for  more  in- 
tellectual food,  and,  although  the  want  of  pecuniary 
means  opposed  obstacles  to  the  attainment  of  his 
cherished  object  and  strewed  the  path  that  led  to  it 
with  difficulties  and  discouragements,  yet,  his 
ambition  was  aroused,  and  he  had  learnt  his  fii'st 
lesson  of  self-dependence,  which  gave  him  confidence 
in  the  success  of  exertions  steadily  and  perseveringly 
sustained,  and,  above  all,  his  courage  to  encounter 
the  difficulties  that  lay  before  him  was  mainly 
supported  by  a  humble  reliance  on  the  blessing  of 
God,  promised,  and  always  given  to  faithful  and 
persevering  exertions." 

"  Not  long  after  his  return  to  Canada  he 
procured  an  introduction  to  the  Rev.  C.  Stuart,  a 
Church  of  England  Missionary  at  St.  Armand,  L.  C. 
(subsequently  Lord  Bishop  of  Quebec),  and  under 
his  spiritual  instructions  embraced  the  doctrines 
and  worship  of  that  church ;  received  the  solemn 
rite  of  confirmation  at  the  hands  of  the  Right  Rev. 
Bishop  Mountain  (first  Bishop  of  Quebec) ;  and 
received  his  first  communion  at  St.  Armand, 
from  that  eminently  pious  and  devoted  apostle  of 
the  church  in  Canada,  Mr,  Stewart,  in  the  summer 
of  1812." 
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"About  this  time  his  beloved  and  venerable 
pastor,  after  due  examination  of  his  qualifications, 
suggested  to  him  his  wish  that  he  would  commence 
a  course  of  divinity  studies,  preparitory  for  taking 
holy  orders  in  the  church,  to  which,  after  prayerful 
deliberation  on  the  solemn  responsibilities  of  the 
office  he  consented.  His  circumstances,  however, 
were  such  as  to  oblige  him  to  mingle  some  employ- 
ment for  his  support  with  his  classical  and  theolog- 
ical studies.  His  kind  patron,  therefore,  procured 
for  him  a  school  at  Philipsburgh,  a  village  on  the 
eastern  shore  of  Missisquoi  Bay,  which  he  continued 
to  instruct  for  the  space  of  two  years,  carefully 
filling  up  the  morning  and  evening  hours  with  such 
studies  in  the  classics  and  divinity  as  were  indicated 
by  his  spiritual  guide,  and  by  systematic  economy 
in  his  expenses,  not  only  sustained  himself,  but 
contributed  many  comforts  to  his  family," 

*'  During  this  period  he  formed  acquaintance 
— which  resulted  in  a  permanent  friendship — with 
Mr.  James  Reid,  a  Scotch  gentleman  of  strong 
mind  and  good  qualifications,  who  came  from 
U.  Canada,  at  the  request  of  Mr.  Stewart,  to  super- 
intend a  Government  School  near  Philipsburg. 
Mr.  Reid  at  the  same  time  became  a  candidate  for 
the  ministry,  and  it  was  arranged  by  the  Bishop 
and  Mr.  Stewart  that  the  two  candidates  should 
receive  ordination  at  the  same  time.  Accordingly, 
in  the  spring  of  1815,  they  proceeded  to  Quebec, 
taking  letters  of  introduction  and  commendation 
from  Mr.  Stewart,  where,  after  examination  in 
classics  and  theology  by  the  Rev.  S.  J.  Mountain, 
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nepliew  and  chaplain  of  the  Bisliop,  they  consecrated 
iheniselvcs  to  the  work  of  tlie  niinistr}'  in  the 
Churcli  of  God,  and  on  tlie  7th  day  of  May,  1815, 
■were  ordained  Deacons,  in  the  Cathedral  of  Quebec." 

"  As  it  M'as  higlily  important  for  the  interests 
of  the  cliurch  in  the  formation  of  new  congregations 
that  the  clcrg-ymen  should  be  vested  with  the  full 
authority  to  enable  liini  to  administer  the  Holy 
Eucharist,  that  sacred  bond  of  union  in  the  Christian 
churcii  ;  in  the  month  of  January  following  lie 
proceeded  to  Quebec,  accompanied  by  his  fi'icnd 
Mr.  Heid  on  tlie  same  holy  errand.  On  Sunday,  the 
21st  day  of  January,  1816,  they  again  knelt  before 
the  altar  of  God,  in  the  Cathedral  of  Quebec,  and 
received  severally  at  the  hands  of  the  same  vener- 
able prelate  the  authoi-ity  of  the  holy  priesthood." 

The  period  of  his  boy -life,  from  the  age  of  13  to  21, 
must  have  been  a  specially  trying  one,  accompanied  by  such 
hardships  as  few,  if  any,  of  the  succeeding  generations  can 
realise  or  understand.  Few  readers  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
nineteenth  century  will  know  what  life  in  a  primitive 
Canadian  forest  really  means — the  nearest  neighbour  being 
six  miles  away,  and  the  only  access  through  a  dense,  track- 
less wild,  guided  only  by  blazed  trees  and  such  land-marks 
as  are  best  known  to  frontiersmen,  The  discomforts  of  the 
settlers'  huts,  the  clearing  of  the  forest,  chojiping  of  trees, 
grubbing  of  the  soil,  pulling  of  roots  to  burn,  hauling  of  logs 
long  distances  to  be  cut  into  timber  or  boards,  breaking  of 
the  root-laden  soil,  digging  ditches,  building  fences,  plowing, 
harrowing,  sowing,  reaping,  thi'eshing  by  hand,  herding  of 
cattle  in  the  woods,  the  fear  of  wild  animals,  the  total 
absence  of  social  privileges,  of  medical  attendance  in  sickness, 
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of  schools,  of  friendly  intercourse,  of  churcln  attendance,  to- 
gether with  many  other  hardships  and  discomforts,  to 
which  must  be  added  the  severity  of  a  semi-arctic  climate  for 
six  months  of  the  year — these  are  things  which  must  be 
borne  by  the  early  settlers  of  a  CLinadian  forest  country. 
To  show  that  the  danger  from  wild  animals  was  nc>t  imaginary 
the  writer  has  heard  the  person  under  notice  speak  of  the 
frequent  near  presence  of  wolves  in  the  forest  adjacent  to 
their  house,  and  upon  more  than  one  occasion  he  was  di-iven 
in  by  them  while  herding  cattle.  On  one  occasion  a  wood- 
chopper  in  their  employ  was  killed  by  these  brutes ;  his 
remains  were  found  the  next  day,  his  axe  buried  and  fastened 
in  the  skull  of  one  of  them,  three  having  been  killed  before 
he  himself  was  overcome.  The  nearest  grist  mill  seems  to 
have  been  at  Freleighsburgh,  some  thirty  miles  away,  to 
which  M.  T.  made  various  pilgrimages  on  the  back  of  an 
old  horse,  with  such  grain  as  could  be  carried.  From  his 
own  record  we  cannot  find  that  his  family  were  able  to 
render  him  any  assistance  in  his  preparation  for  the  ministry. 

Teaching  and  study  went  on  together  until  the  year 
1815,  at  which  time  he  was  ordained  Deacon.  He  was  first 
introduced  to  his  parishioners  of  St.  George  by  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Stewart  in  a  school-house,  at  which  time  and  place  he 
preached  his  first  sermon  to  them.  The  church,  known  as 
"  St.  George's  Church,"  of  Clarenceville,  was  built  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Townsend,  who  contributed  largely  towards 
its  construction,  and  Avas  also  materially  assisted  by  funds 
collected  in  England  through  Bishop  Stewart.  This  church 
was  built  in  or  about  the  year  18 1^,  and  was  a  crown  rectory. 
The  churches  of  St.  Thomas  and  Henryville  were  afterwards 
built,  the  former  first  on  the  third  Concession,  afterwards  in 
the  northerly  part  of   the   parish,    near    Derick's    Corners, 
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where  now  a  very  pretty  edifice  stands  as  one  of  the  monu- 
ments of  Mr.  Townsend's  work. 

The  Church  at  Henryville,  in  which  he  was  assisted  in 
building  by  the  Rev.  E.  DuVernet,  has  long  since  ceased  to 
be  used,  for  the  simple  reason  that  the  congregation  have 
departed — some  the  way  of  all  flesh,  and  some  by  purchase 
and  removal,  until  scarcely  a  Church  of  England  member 
lives  within  the  limits  of  the  parish. 

Mr.  Townsend  purchased  a  farm  about  a  third  of  a  mile 
to  the  north  of  the  Village  of  Clarenceville,  and  built  himself  a 
house  and  rectory  about  the  year  1820.  The  timbers  and 
lumber  for  the  construction  of  the  house  were  brought  in  a 
raft  from  Swanton,  Vermont,  through  Lake  Champlain  and 
River  Richelieu,  to  a  jjoint  on  South  River,  about  two  miles 
from  the  house.  It  speaks  well  for  its  construction  (wood) 
when  we  say  at  the  time  of  writing,  1891,  the  building  is 
still  in  good  repair  and  use. ,  This  farm  comprised  about  120 
acres,  besides  a  wood  lot  of  50  acres  to  the  south  of  the 
village.     The  farm   is  now  owned  by  Mr.  Uriah   Chilton. 

As  before  stated,  Mr.  Townsend  was  ordained  Deacon 
7th  May,  1815,  and  admitted  to  the  priesthood  21st  January, 
1816.  This  rectory  of  Clarenceville  was  created  by  letters 
patent,  and  presented  to  the  Rev.  Micajah  Townsend,  as 
first  rector,  on  the  10th  day  of  May,  1822.  Through  the 
English  Grovernment  Mr.  Townsend  held  the  appointment  of 
chaplain  to  the  forces  at  Isle  aux  Noix,  a  fort  on  an  island  of 
the  same  name,  in  the  River  Richelieu,  about  six  miles  from 
Clarenceville.  For  performing  the  duties  of  this  office  he 
received  from  the  army  fund  a  yearly  allowance  of  four 
hundred  dollars,  and  from  that  most  estimable  English 
society,  "  The  Society  for  the  Propogation  of  the  Gospel,"  he 
received   four  hundred  dollars  per  annum  more,  which  he 
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of  ministry  over  these  parishes  extended  over  fifty-six  \  t.^uis, 
but  it  was  not  mitil  the  advent  of  an  assistant  minist(>r  or 
subsequent  rector  that  the  parishioner?  were  called  lijjon  U) 
contribute  towards  the  preaching  of  the  gosj^cl,  as  his  solo 
stipend  consisted  of  eight  hundred  dollars  from  the  s(Hirces 
mentioned  before.  The  rearing  and  educating  of  a  large 
family,  often  augmented  in  nmnbers  by  children  of  relatives 
unable  to  acquire  a  proper  education,  open  hospitality  to  all 
who  might  come,  and  a  libera,l  contribution  to  all  ]:)ublic 
objects,  was  a  drain  upon  the  limited  private  excJicquer 
which  only  the  most  skilful  fiiiancecring  could  accomplish. 

Soon  after  settling  in  Clarenceville  he  was  joined  by  his 
parents  from  Farnham,  who  continued  wi*h  him  till  tlie 
time  of  their  death.  His  mother,  Mary  Wells,  died  27th 
June,  18;U  ;  and  his  father,  Micah  ToAvnsend,  died  April 
28th,  1 832.  Micajah  Town-send  was  first  mariied  on  the  1 9th 
Slarch,  1823,  to  Anne  Elizabeth  Davidson,  one  of  the  three 
beautiful  daughters  of  Dr.  Davidson,  of  Plattsburgh,  N.Y. 
These  girls,  one  of  wliom  died  at  seventeen  and  one 
younger,  were  singularly  gifted  in  beauties  of  mind  and 
person  ;  their  comp'>sitions,  botli  in  prose  and  poetry,  being 
widely  known  and  admired.  We  believe  the  jjootic  genius  of 
the  Second  daughter,  Lucretia,  together  with  her  manifold 
charms,  first  won  the  love  of  Mr.  Townsend ;  but  this  seems 
to  have  been  soon  after  transferred  to  Anne  Elizabeth,  whom 
he  subsequently  married.  Judging  from  her  portrait  she 
was  very  beautiful,  which  opinion  is  fully  confiraicd  by  thase 
who  knew  her.  Unfortunately  she  inherited  the  seeds  of 
that  dread  malady  which  carried  off  her  two  younger 
sisters — consumption. 

After  eleven   }'cars  of  happy  married  life  she   died  at 
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Clarencovillc,  P.  Q.,  April,  1884.  Their  children  were 
Morris  Miller,  Frances  LujDton  and  Micajah — the  two  latter 
died  in  early  childhood.  Some  time  after  the  death  of  his 
wife,  and  while  visiting  tlie  family  of  Dr.  Davidson,  in 
Plattabiirgh,  ]\lr.  Townsend  first  met  his  second  wife,  Sarah 
Kellogg  Nash,  daughter  of  Ebenezer  Nash,  Jiinr,  of  Ellington, 
Conn.  She  was  born  8tli  April,  1805.  They  were  married 
from  the  bouse  of  the  Rev.  Sylvester  Nash,  then  rector  of 
St.  Alban's,  Vermont,  over  whose  home  Miss  Nash  for  some 
years  presided,  after  tlie  death  of  Mr.  Nash's  wife.  The 
marriage  took  place  on  the  6tli  July,  1836.  Miss  Nash  had, 
for  two  years  previous  to  her  marriage,  held  a  very  good 
position  as  teacher  in  a  scliool  at  Plattsburgh,  living  in  the 
family  of  Mr.  Lynde. 

During  the  Rebellion  of  1836-7-8,  Mr.  Townsend  took 
no  part  in  the  struggle — his  was  a  mission  of  peace,  not  war ; 
but  after  the  war  closed  he  was  most  persistent  and  energetic 
in  his  a^opeals  to  the  government  for  recompense  for  certain 
poor  farmers  who  had  suffered  from  fire  and  sword  along 
the  American  frontier  by  raids  from  across  the  line.  He  was 
quite  successful  in  getting  the  Government  to  acknowledge 
and  make  good  their  losses.  In  appreciation  of  his  valuable 
services  the  recipients  presented  him  with  quite  a  number  of 
articles  of  silver  plate,  still  in  the  possession  of  the  family. 
He  was  chiefly  instrumental  in  the  building  of  the  Academy 
at  Clartnceville,  and  until  very  late  in  life  was  chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Directors.  After  the  fii'st  restoration  of  the 
Church  of  St.  George  he  presented  and  placed  in  the  chancel 
of  that  church  a  very  handsome  stained  window  at  his  own 
expense.  The  colouring  of  this  window  is  beautifully  rich, 
and  has  been  much  admired.  Dm'ingthe  early  settlement  of 
these  parishes   Mr.   Townsend  transacted  and  prepared,  all 
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legal  and  parliamentary  work,  in  tlie  way  of  petitions  for 
local  purposes,  making  of  wills,  etc.  His  knowledge  of  law 
and  the  formulas  of  parliamentary  work  was  remarkable  for 
one  in  his  position. 

On  the  14th  of  June,  1865,  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of 
his  ministry  was  celebrated  at  the  rectory.  The  congre- 
gations from  both  parishes  assembled  in  large  numbers,  and 
presented  him,  at  the  hands  of  Miss  Sophia  Stewart,  with  a 
handsome  epei'gne  and  salver,  suitably  inscribed.  'I'he 
gathering  upon  this  occasion  was  most  impressive  and  felicitous. 
In  1854  he  was  made  an  Hon.  Canon  of  the  Cathedral 
of  Montreal. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  accompanying  plate  he  was  a 
handsome  man  and  prepossessing  in  appearance.  He  was 
courtly  in  manner,  kindly  and  genial  in  disposition,  a  loving 
father,  and  ever  a  faithful  friend.  His  death  took  place  at 
Clarencevilie,  1 7th  January,  1871  ;  and  he  was  buried  on 
liis  birthday,  22nd  of  January,  full  of  days  and  of  the  honour 
and  love  of  his  family  and  friends.  He  had  suffered  two 
partial  strokes  of  paralysis  previous  to  the  one  which  took 
him  away.  His  end  was  peace ;  and  to  the  last  his  mind 
and  faculties  were  unimpaired.  Only  a  few  days  before  his 
last  attack  he  was  able  to  give,  without  reference,  the  correct 
formula  for  the  incorporation  of  a  Railway  Charter,  which 
was  being  sought  for  in  the  Quebec  I-egislature,  by  his  son 
Francis  M. 

He  was  a  moderate  churchman,  sound  in  his  teaching, 
an  able  expositor  of  God's  Word,  and  faitliful  to  those 
among  whom  he  laboured  so  long.  The  exposure  involved 
in  attending  parishes  distantly  situated  was  often  very 
great.  The  work  was  only  accomjjlished  with  much  difficulty 
and  suffering,  especially  in  the  winter  season  ;  but  it  was  a 
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rare  occurence  when  the  violence  of  the  storm,  even  with 
low  temperature,  prevented  him  from  keeping  his  appoint- 
ment witii  his  people  Fond  of  his  home  and  the  local  and 
domestic  ties  which  had  grown  up  around  him,  he  could  not 
be  prevailed  upon  to  enter  city  life — so  attractive  from  a 
worldly  point  of  view.  His  house,  which  he  had  built;  trees 
all  of  which  he  had  planted  with  his  own  hands ;  grounds 
which  he  had  laid  out  and  beautified  ;  a  people  to  whom  he 
had  performed  all  the  sacred  offices  of  the  ministry,  and 
among  whom  he  had  lived  so  long,  formed  links  too  strong 
to  be  easily  broken.  He  preferred  to  remain  among  known 
and  tried  friends  and  surroundings  till  the  last.  During  his 
ministry  he  was  aided  in  a  marked  manner  by  the  comfort, 
counsel  and  advice  of  his  wife,  who  was  a  lady  of  great 
energy  and  ability.  She  was  possessed  of  keen  perceptive 
faculties,  an  unbounded  sense  of  duty,  and  was  an  accom- 
plished manager  of  domestic  and  household  matters;  she 
was  a  woman  of  strong  literary  and  poetic  taste,  combining 
with  this  a  remarkable  amount  of  common  sense.  Hers  was 
a  life  of  deep  ])ersonal  piety  and  strong  abiding  faith  in  the 
promises  of  God's  Word. 

She  was  greatly  given  to  hospitality,  and,  though  for 
many  years  a  sufferer  and  more  or  less  of  an  invalid,  sine 
laboured  on  and  on  for  her  children,  her  household,  her 
neighbours  and  parishioners;  '"others,  not  self"  was  her 
motto  of  life.  She  loved  the  beautiful  in  nature ;  and  the 
rectory  garden,  so  much  admired,  was  her  special  care  and 
drliglit.  i\Iany  persons  drove  long  distances  to  see  this 
garden,  if  only  in  passing.  After  a  life  of  intense  usefulness, 
self-sacrifice  and  devotion  to  those  around  her,  she  passed 
away  on  the  18th  December,  1875,  at  Herkimer,  N.  Y.,  at 
the  Rectory,  M'here  she  had  been  for  some  months  previous. 
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Her  daughters,  Helen  and  Harriet  (Mrs.  Morrison)  were 
privileged  to  minister  to  her  till  the  last.  She  was  buried  at 
Clarenceville,  beside  her  husband.  After  the  lapse  of  many 
years  her  memory  remains  brighter  and  more  beautiful — 
"Her  cliildren  shall  rise  up  and  c.".U  her  blessed."

Samuel  Gale  was  born  at  St,  Augustine,  Florida, 
September  25th,  1783  ;  died  at  Montreal,  P,  Q.,  April  15th, 
1865, 

Judge  Gale's  father  went  to  America  in  1770  as  assistant 
paymaster  to  the  British  forces. 

The  son  was  educated  at  Quebec  ;  and  in  1802  began 
the  study  of  law  in  the  office  of  Chief  Justice  Sewell,  in 
Montreal.     He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1808  ;   and  having 


been  appointed  a  Magistrate  in  the  Indian  Territories, 
accompanied  Lord  Selkirk  to  the  North-West  in  1815. 
Later,  when  Lord  Dalhousie  was  attacked  for  his  adminis- 
tration of  Canadian  affairs,  Mr.  Gale  went  to  England  as 
the  bearer  of  memorials  from  the  English-speaking  residents 
of  the  Eastern  Townships  and  other  portions  of  Lower 
Canada,  defending  the  Viceroy's  conduct. 

In  1829  he  became  Chairman  of  the  Quarter  Sessions; 
and  in  1831  was  appointed  a  Judge,  which  position  he 
continued  to  hold  until  illhgalth  forced  his  retirement  in  1849. 
When  upon  the  bench  he  maintained  the  right  of  the  crown 
to  establish  martial  law  in  1837. 

He  was  deeply  interested  in  the  freedom  of  the  Southern 
Slaves,  and  when  the  "  Anderson  Case "  was  before  the 
Upper  Canadian  Courts,  was  among  the  most  active  of  those 
who  aroused  agitation. 

When  the  Prince  of  Wales  visited  Canada  he  prepared 
a  congratulatory  address  from  the  coloured  people  of  the 
coxmtry,  which,  however,  was  not  received,  as  the  Prince 
was  requested  by  the  Duke  of  Newcastle  (his  adviser)  not  to 
recognize  differences  of  race  or  creed  unless  it  were  imperative. 

Ho  had  an  affair  of  "  honour"  with  Sir  James  Stewart, 
and  was  severely  woimded. 

He  was  the  author  of  a  sei'ies  of  letters  to  the  Montreal 
Ilcrald,  over  the  signature  of  "  Ncrva,"  which  Avas  strongly 
conservative  in  tone,  and  made  a  j^owerful  impression.

Dr.  M.  M.  Townsend  was  born  in  Clarenceville,  Canada, 
24th  March,  1825.  He  was  a  son  of  the  Rev.  M.  Townsend 
and  Anne  Elizabeth  (Davidson)  Townsend.  At  the  age  of 
eight  he  was  left  motherless,  and  was  soon  afterwards  sent 
to  Phillipsburgh  to  attend  school  under  liis  aunt  Miss 
Harriet  M.  Townsend.  He  made  satisfactory  progress  in 
his  studies ;  but  his  young  life  was  not,  perhaps,  so  happy 
and  joyous  as  could  have  been  wished.  At  that  period  in 
school-life,  law  and  discipline  were  more  powerful  than  love 
and  persuasion,  tliough  perhaps,  at  the  end  of  the  Nineteenth 
Century,  the  pendulum  lias  swung  too  far  in  the  other 
direction — but  it  is  easy  to  understand  tlie  feelings  of  one  of 
his  tender  years,  removed  from  his  home  and  a  mother's 
sympathy  and  loving  care.  At  an  early  age  he  was  removed 
to  Bishop  Hopkin's  School,  at  Burlhigton,  Vermont.  Wo 
cannot  learn  that  his  environment  was  much  happier  here 
than  it  had  been  previously.  He  graduated  at  Burlington  ; 
entered  the  medical  profession,  and  for  a  short  time  was 
established  in  his  profession  in  Ogdensburgh,   N.   Y.     He 
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removed  to  Eckhart,  Md.,  where,  for  nearly  thirty  years, 
he  lived  and  practiced  amongst  a  mining  population.  He 
was  a  very  successful  practicioner  and  attained  a  fair 
competence.  During  the  American  War  he  was  under 
contract  to  the  United  States  Government,  and  was  the 
means  of  establishing  the  Convalescent  Hospitals  in  Clarys- 
ville,  Md.  These  were  under  his  charge  for  some  consider- 
able time,  and  he  did  a  large  amount  of  valuable  work  in 
organizing  and  conducting  these  hospitals  till  the  close  of  the 
war.  Having  discovered  a  valuable  remedy  for  the  relief 
and  cure  of  Hay  Fever,  Asthma,  and  Bronchitis,  he  gave  up 
his  practice,  which  he  found  growing  too  arduous  ;  and  after 
spending  a  few  years  in  Cumberland  moved  to  Frostburgh, 
Md.,  where  he  now  resides  (1892). 

He  married  Mary  Esther  Colkins,  at  Ogdensburgh,  N. 
Y.,  July  6th,  1854.  Her  parents  were  Asa  Mathew  Colkins, 
born  at  New  Berlin,  N.  Y.,  November  10th,  1796.  Married

Anne  Eliza  Townsend,   daughter  of  the  Rev.  Mica j ah 
Townsend  and  Sarah  Kellogg  Nash,  was  born  at  Clarence- 
ville,  P.  Q.,  the  20th  May,  1840.     She  was  married  the  29th 
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May,  1861,  at  St.  George's  Church,  Clarenceville,  to  John 
Macfie,  son  of  the  late  Alexander  Macfie,  Esq.,  of  Scotland 
and  Missisquoi  Bay,  Canada.  He  was  bom  the  14th  April, 
18;^ 6.  They  reside  in  Grand  Haven,  Michigan,  where  he  is 
engaged  in  the  lumber  trade.  Mr,  and  Mrs.  Macfie  were 
shipwrecked  in  the  Straits  of  Belle  Isle  when  en  route  for 
England  on  the  S.  S.  "  Canadian,''  June  4th,  1861,  while  on 
their  wedding  tour.  They  were  landed  at  St.  Johns,  New- 
foundland, ten  days  later,  after  much  suffering  and  great 
privation  in  open  boats  among  the  icebergs.

In  1862,  Mr.  Macfie,  while  shooting,  had  the  mis- 
fortune to  have  the  greater  part  of  his  right  hand  shot  off. 

A  great  calamity  has  again  befallen  him  :  While  inspect- 
ing a  mill  in  Michigan,  in  November,  1892,  his  left  hand 
came  in  contact  with  a  circular  saw,  and  in  an  instant  he  was 
deprived  of  the  larger  part  of  that  hand. 

Mrs.  Macfie  is  possessed  of  strong  literary  and  artistic 
tastes,  and  has  taken  a  prominent  position  in  the  develop- 
ment of  these  branches  in  Grand  Haven.

Townsend  and  Sarah  Kc]h)gg  Nasli,  was  born  at  Clarence- 
ville,  Canada,  the  19th  March,  1845.  He  married  (Ist) 
Alice  Ellegood  DuVernet,  at  St.  George's  Church,  Clarence- 
ville,  Canada,  10th  September,  1874.  The  Rev.  Canon 
DuVemet,  her  father,  was  a  son  of  Captain  DuVernet,  of 
the  Royal  Staff  Corps,  afterwards  Quai-ter-Master  General  of 
the  Army  in  India.  His  mother  was  a  sister  of  the  late  Chief 
Justice  Parker,  of  New  Brunswick.  He  (Canon  DuVernet) 
was  born  in  Ceylon  about  the  year  1826.  Graduated  at 
King's  College,  Fredrickton,  N.  B.,  and  was  Honorary 
Canon  of  the  Cathedral  of  Montreal.

Sfargaret  D.  Ellogood,  her  motlier,  was  born  in  Fred- 
rickton,  fs.  B.,  and  was  a  sister  of  Mrs.  DuVcrnet.  She  and 
the  first  Mrs.  Townsend  were  therefore  cousins. 

He  resides  in  Birkenhead,  England. 

For  a  short  time  in  his  early  life  Mr.  Townsend  was  in 
the  Baldwin  Locomotive  Works,  in  Philadelphia.  During 
the  x\merican  War  he  was  for  two  years  in  Maryland.  He  was 
engaged  in  civil  engineering  in  1863  on  tlie  railway  from 
St.  Johns  to  St.  Albans,  Vermont.  In  1864  he  passed 
through  the  first  Military  School,  in  Quebec.  The  same 
autumn  he  went  to  California  and  Aiizona  for  two  years, 
in  connection  with  a  mining  enterprize.  In  1867  he  entered

After  his 
year  of  office  he  was  elected  one  of  the  Directors  of  the  same 
Association,  and  Chainnan  of  the  Trade  and  Finance 
Committees.  In  October,  1892,  he  was  elected  Treasurer  of 
the  Association,  which,  it  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  remark, 
is  the  largest  trade  organization  in  Liverpool,  having  about 
one  thousand  Members  and  Associate  Members.  In  lb92  he 
was  elected  to  a  seat  upon  the  Board  of  Management  of  the 
Mersey  Dock  and  Harbour  Board,  one  of  the  largest  corporate 
trusts  in  the  world,  and  whose  A^ast  estate  is  managed  by  a 
Board  of  twenty-four  members.

(^Chiefly  from  HalVs  History  of  Eastern   Vermont.) 

With  the  history  of  Cumberland  County,  the  name  of 
Colonel  Samuel  Wells  is  closely  connected.  He  was  the  son  of 
Jonathan  Wells  and  Mary,  his  second  wife,  and  was  born  at 
Deerfield  Massachusette,  on  the  9th  of  September,  1730. 
He  had  three  brothers — Jonathan,  David,  and  Oliver;  and 
two  sisters — Mary  and  Rebecca.  He  married  Hannah 
Sheldon;  and  in  July,  1762,  settled  in  Brattleboro',  on  a 
farm  of  six  hundred  acres,  situated  about  a  mile  north  of  the 
east  village.  Here  were  born  six  of  his  family  of  thirteen 
children,  two  of  whom  died  in  infancy.  The  remaining 
children,  with  the  exception  of  one  daughter,  married  in 
Brattleborough.  A  grant  of  twelve  hundred  acres  of  land, 
in  Canada,  having  been  made  to  each  of  them  by  the  crown, 
as  compensation  for  the  losses  which  Colonel  Wells  had 
suffered  during  the  revolution,  on  account  of  his  adherence 
to  the  king.  They  all  removed  thither  between  the  years 
1798  and  1802.  The  daughters  were  married  to  Samuel 
Gale,  Ephraim  Nash,  Micah  Townsend,  Jonathan  Gorton, 
Nathaniel  Church,  and  Ephraim  Simpson.  None  of  Colonel 
Wells'  sons  were  ever  prominent  men ;  nor  of  his  sons-in-law, 
with  the  exception  of  Samuel  Gale,  who  married  Rebecca, 
his  first  daughter  ;  and  Micah  Townsend,  who  married  his 
third  daughter. 

At  the  time  of  his  removal  to  Brattleborough  the 
population  of  that  portion  of  the  New  Hampshire  Grants 
was  small  and  sparse,  and  many  of  the  pioneers  of  civilization 
were  contented  when  they  were  so  fortunate  as  to  secure  a 
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roof  for  shelter  and  food  to  sustain  life.  Tlie  condition  of 
Colonel  Wells  was,  However,  superior  to  that  of  most  of  the 
early  settlers  of  Vermont,  and  the  influence  of  his  character 
and  position  waiS,  for  matiy  years,  extensively  acknowledged. 
Upon  the  establishment  of  Cumberland  County,  by  the 
Government  of  New  York,  he  was  appointed  a  Judge  of  the 
Inferior  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  and 
was  authorized  by  a  Dedimus  Potestatem  Commission  to 
swear  in  all  who  should  take  office  in  the  county.  The 
commissions,  issued  in  conformity  with  these  appointments, 
were  all  dated  the  17th  of  July,  1766,  and  he  served  under 
them  until  the  authority  from  which  they  were  derived 
ceased  to  be  acknowledged  by  the  people. 

During  the  same  period  he  was  the  chief  military  man 
in  the  southern  part  of  the  county.  When,  in  answer  to  the 
petition  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  district,  the  Council  of 
New  York,  by  an  order  dated  the  23rd  of  December,  1772, 
authorized  them  to  choose  two  representatives  to  the 
General  Assembly — Samuel  Wells  and  Crean  Brush  were 
returned,  and  took  seats  in  the  latter  body  on  the  2nd  of 
Februar}^,  1773.  As  a  memento  of  this  election  there  is  still 
preserved  a  note,  written  to  Colonel  Wells  by  John  Bolton, 
who  was  pi'obably  a  successful  wu-e  puller,  dated  West- 
minster, June  the  11th,  1773.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the 
items  covered  by  the  word  "nesesares"  were  not  stated. 
The  note  is  in  these  words : 

"  Sir, — I  have  paid  unto  Jont.  Safford  nine  shillirg  Rnd  six- 
pence, lawful  money  of  the  Bay  Province,  for  necesares  the 
people  of  Halifax  had  when  they  come  to  lextion  ;  if  you  would 
be  so  good  as  to  pay  ye  same  to  Mr.  Whipple,  ye  beurcr,  by  next 
Thursday,  so  as  he  may  bring  it  to  me,  you  will  much  oblige 
your  humble  servant." 
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At  the  time  of  the  "  Massacre  "  at  Westminster,  in  1775, 
Colonel  Wells,  although  one  of  the  Court  Judges,  was  in 
attendance  upon  the  General  Assembly  at  New  York,  and 
was  not  aware  of  the  circumstances  connected  with  the 
development  and  results  of  the  affray,  until  the  arrival  of  the 
messengers  who  had  been  despatched  with  the  tidings.  In 
connection  with  his  colleague  Brush,  he  is  supposed  to  have 
been  instrumental  in  preparing  the  depositions  which  were 
signed  by  the  messengers  and  presented  to  the  Assembly, 
containing  an  account  of  the  "  Massacre,"  favourable  to  the 
action  of  the  Crown  adherents,  and  condemnatory  of  the 
conduct  of  the  Whigs. 

In  the  same  year,  during  the  recess  of  the  Assembly,  "  he 
joined  the  ministerial  members  in  a  letter  to  General  Gage, 
iat  Boston,"  and  seldom  failed  to  evince  a  loyal  disposition, 
even  after  policy  had  dictated  an  ojjposite  course  of  action. 
On  suspicion  of  having  been  engaged  in  an  attempt  to  intro- 
duce arms  into  Cumberland  County,  in  behalf  of  Great 
Britain,  for  the  purpose  of  reinstating  and  maintaining  the 
administration  of  justice  therein,  he  was  examined  before 
the  New  York  Committee  of  Safety,  on  the  12th  of 
September,  1775,  during  the  recess  of  the  Provincial 
Congress,  but  he  was  dismissed,  nothing  having  been  proved 
against  him.  Though  opposed  to  the  American  cause,  he 
had  sufficient  skill  and  influence  to  preserve  his  property 
from  confiscatipn,  but  was  not  able  wholly  to  escape  the 
odium  which  attached  to  a  loyalist,  or  the  punishments 
which  a  profession  of  this  nature  so  often  incurred.  From 
the  records  of  the  Committee  of  Safety  for  Cumberland 
County,  it  appears  that  Lieut.  Leonard  Spaulding — a  most 
patriotic  member  from  Duramerston — allowed  his  enmity 
towards  Colonel  Wells  to  manifest  itself,  on  one  occasion,  in 
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a  most  improper  manner.  The  incident  referred  to  was 
noticed  by  the  Committee,  in  their  proceedings  on  the  25th 
of  July,  1776,  and  in  order  to  wipe  out  the  disgrace  which 
had  been  cast  upon  them  by  the  unwarranted  act  of  the  fiery 
Dummerstonian,  they  resolved  "  That  Lieutenant  Spaulding 
make  suitable  Confession,  to  this  Committee,  for  his  conduct 
in  taking  Colonel  Wells  by  military  force ;  that  mode  of 
proceeding  Being  Contrary  to  the  minds  of  this  Committee, 
and  also  a  Violation  of  a  certain  Resolve  formerly  passed  by 
this  Committee."  To  this  resolution  is  appended  the 
following  note  : — "  Mr.  Spaulding  complied  with  the  above 
Vote  by  his  making  proper  Confession,  etc." 

In  the  New  York  Gazette,  under  date  of  June,  23rd, 
1777,  it  is  stated  that  "Judge  Wells,  of  Brattleborough,  had 
been  lately  confined  to  his  farm  and  otherwise  illtreated." 
And  it  is  known,  that  for  a  long  time,  permission  was  granted 
to  anyone  to  shoot  him  should  he  be  found  beyond  the 
bounds  of  his  acres. 

His  devotion  to  the  interests  of  the  mother-country, 
though  it  did  not  lead  him  to  avow  openly  the  principles  of 
a  loyalist,  was  sufficiently  strong  to  enlist  his  services  in  a 
private  manner  in  her  behalf.  During  the  period  in  which 
the  British  agents  in  Canada  were  endeavouring  to  negotiate 
an  alliance  with  the  principal  men  in  Vermont,  for  the 
purpose  of  reducing  that  state  to  the  condition  of  a  Crown 
Province,  his  efforts  were  directed  in  behalf  of  this  end.  In 
a  letter  to  General  Frederick  Haldimand,  dated  at  New  York, 
May  8th,  1781,  and  written,  it  is  supposed,  by  Beverly 
Robinson,  notice  is  taken  of  the  willingness  of  Wells  to 
promote  the  interests  of  Great  Britain,  "  Colonel  Wells,  of 
Brattleborough,"  said  this  writer,  "  has  sent  his  son-in-law 
with  verbal  information  that  throws  great  light  upon  the 
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conduct  of  Vermont.  We  take  him  to  be  a  friend  ;  and  he 
says  by  this  messenger  that  you  know  him  to  be  so.  Is  it 
true  ?  He  offers  his  services  for  a  monthly  interchange  of 
letters  between  Canada  and  the  Coast  of  Connecticut,  where 
we  are  to  find  a  friend  to  give  and  receive  dispatches.  Do 
you  approve  of  this  confidence  ?  " 

That  offer  of  Wells  was  ultimately  accepted ;  and  that 
he  and  Luke  Knowlton,  of  Newfane,  lent  their  aid  to  advance 
the  interests  of  Great  Britain  is  proved  by  the  following 
facts : — 

In  the  month  of  April,  1782,  Christopher  Osgood,  of 
Brattleborough,  a  housewright  by  occupation,  was  hired  by 
Knowlton  to  carry  a  letter  to  William  Smith,  of  the  City  of 
New  York,  who  had  formerly  been  Chief  Justice  of  the 
province.  The  letter,  it  was  supposed,  was  from  General 
Haldimand,  and  was  brought  from  Canada  to  Newfane  by 
Soloman  Ball.  Osgood  received  from  Knowlton  twenty- 
eight  dollars  for  this  service ;  and  on  his  return,  early  in 
June,  received  from  Smith  an  undirected  letter,  with  verbal 
orders  to  deliver  it  to  Knowlton,  and  a  reward  of  thirty 
guineas  for  his  trouble.  In  the  month  of  August  following, 
Shadrack  Ball  arrived  at  Brattleborough  with  another  letter 
from  Canada,  directed  to  Smith.  Osgood  was  on  this 
occasion  employed  by  Wells,  who  gave  him  five  pounds  to 
take  the  letter  to  New  York.  After  remaining  a  few  days  in 
that  city  he  set  out  on  his  return,  being  the  bearer  of  a 
letter,  without  direction,  from  the  British  Secretary,  Morgan, 
which  he  had  orders  to  deliver  to  Wells  ;  for  this  last  service 
he  was  rewarded  with  fifty  guineas.  Of  the  information 
communicated  he  was  ignorant ;  but  was  commanded  to 
destroy  the  letters  in  the  event  of  his  capture. 
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The  fact  that  an  embassy  of  th.is  character  had  been 
established  becoming  known  to  the  authorities  of  E.hode 
Island,  measures  were  immediately  taken  to  end  it.  In  the 
latter  part  of  October  or  early  in  November  the  Sheriff  of 
that  state  arrived  in  Brattleborough,  arrested  Christopher 
Osgood,  and  carried  him  to  Provideac3.  Here,  on  the  13th 
of  November,  at  a  Session  of  the  Court  of  Assize  and  Greneral 
Jail  Delivery,  he  was  brought  before  the  Hou.  Paul  Mumford, 
Chief  Justice  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Judicature,  and  upon 
examination  detailed  the  facts  above  stated. 

The  information  of  Christopher  Osgood  was,  on  the 
19th,  sent  by  the  Lieut.-Grovernor  of  Rhode  Island  to 
Congress,  accompanied  by  a  letter  from  that  official.  These 
documents,  "  containing  evidence,"  as  was  then  stated, 
"  that  some  of  the  leaders  in  Vermont,  and  particularly  Luke 
Knowlton,  who  had  been  deputed  in  the  year  1780  to 
Congress,  as  agent  for  that  party  opposed  to  its  independence, 
but  who  had  since  changed  sides,  and  had  been  intriguing 
with  the  enemy  in  New  York."  These  documents  were  read 
in  Congress  on  the  2oth,  and  were  referred  to  Samuel 
Osgood,  Daniel  Carroll,  and  John  Rutledge. 

In  acting  upon  their  report,  which  was  presented  on  the 
27th,  Congress,  by  a  resolution  passed  in  secret  session, 
directed  the  Commander-in-Chief  "to  take  measures  for 
apprehending  and  securing  Luke  Knowlton,  of  Newfane, 
and  Samuel  Wells,  of  Brattleborough,  both  of  the  district  or 
country  commonly  called  the  New  Hampshire  Grants,  west  of 
Connecticut^ river,and  such  others  within  the  district  aforesaid, 
as  there  may  be  good  reason  to  apprehend  have  been  concerned 
with  the  said  Knowlton  and  Wells  in  a  dangerous  corres- 
pondence and  intercourse  with  the  enemy."  Permission 
was  also  granted  to   the  Commander-in-Chief  to  notify  to 
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those  "exercising  authority  in  the  district  aforesaid"  the 
grounds  upon  which  the  arrest  was  demanded  ;  at  the  same 
time  the  subject  of  the  independence  of  Vermont  was 
discussed,  and  representatives  from  a  number  of  the  states 
declared  their  views  on  the  subject. 

On  the  3rd  of  December  the  same  topic  was  again 
brought  forward,  and  the  opinion  was  openly  expressed  that 
the  leaders  of  Vermont  were  "  perfidious  men."  In  order  to 
warn  the  Northern  States  of  the  dangers  to  which  they  were 
exposed  by  the  machinations  of  internal  foes,  Congress 
resolved,  in  secret  session,  to  furnish  a  copy  of  Christopher 
Osgood's  declaration  to  the  "  Supreme  Executives  of  the  States 
of  New  Hampshire,  Massachusetfce,  Connecticut  and  New 
York."  The  charges  contained  in  his  "  information,"  impli- 
cating as  they  did  certain  citizens  of  each  of  these  states  in 
treasonable  practices,  rendered  this  course  necessary  for  the 
safety  of  all.  Pursuant  to  the  resolution  of  the  27th  of 
November  an  officer  was  sent  into  Vermont  to  arrest  Wells 
and  Knowlton,  but  they  had  been  previously  informed  that 
such  an  attempt  would  be  made,  and  had  left  the  state  before 
the  officer  arrived.  An  account  of  this  proceeding  was  sent 
to  Congress  by  General  Washington,  together  with  the 
report  of  the  officer  who  had  been  sent  to  make  the  arrest. 
From  the  representation  of  the  latter,  it  appeared  on  the 
statement  of  Israel  Smith,  of  Brattleborough,  "  that  Knowlton 
and  Wells  had  received  a  letter  from  Jonathan  Arnold, 
Esquire,  at  Congress,  part  of  which  was  made  public,  which 
informed  them  that  affairs  in  Congress  were  unfavourable  to 
them,  and  would  have  them  to  look  out  for  themselves." 
The  subject  was  again  considered  on  the  27th  January, 
1783,  and  Mr.  Arnold,  who  was  present  when  the  papers 
were  read,  expressed  his  surpise  at  the  declarations  which 
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they  contained  respecting  himself;  denied  that  he  ever  held 
any  correspondence  with  either  Knowlton  or  Wells;  and 
requested  a  copy  of  the  above  charge.  In  this  request  he 
was  indulged  without  opposition,  "notwithstanding  his  denial 
of  the  correspondence  that  he  had,  at  least,  at  second  hand, 
conveyed  the  intelligence  to  Vermont."  A  similar  opinion 
was  entertained  by  Governor  Clinton.  In  a  letter  to  Colonel 
Floyd,  dated  the  6th  of  February,  1783,  he  said :  "Wells 
and  Knowlton  have  both  fled  the  country ;  and  there  is 
strong  reason  to  suspect  they  had  notice  of  the  measures 
which  were  taken  for  their  apprehension,  from  a  quarter,  too, 
where  secrecy  should  have  been  observed.  A  letter  from  a 
Member  of  Congress  to  a  person  in  that  quarter,  is  said  to 
have  given  them  the  alarm."  As  to  the  design  of  Wells  in 
this  affair,  there  can  be  little  doubt  that  he  aimed  to  reduce 
Vermont  to  a  crown  dependency.  Of  the  conduct  of 
Knowlton  it  is  a  fair  inference  that  he  was  influenced  by 
Wells  to  engage  temporarily  in  advancing  the  views  of  that 
stem  old  loyalist.  His  subsequent  conduct,  however,  proved 
his  hearty  adherence  to  the  American  cause  and  his  true 
devotion  to  the  best  interests  of  Vermont. 

There  is  reason  for  supposing  that  Wells,  while  engaged 
in  behalf  of  the  British,  in  the  transactions  detailed  in  the 
text,  was  regarded  by  the  principal  men  of  Vermont  as 
friendly  to  their  interests,  and  that  he  was  admitted  to  their 
counsels.  This  opinion  is  supported  by  the  following  extract 
from  Ira  Allen's  History  of  Vermont,  in  which  an  account  is 
given  of  the  flight  of  Wells. 

"In  January,  1783,  the  late  ex-Colonel  Samuel  Wells, 
of  Brattleborough,  being  engaged  in  transmitting  letters 
from  Canada  to  New  York,  one  of  his  packets  was  intercepted, 
and  fell  into  the  hands  of  some  of  the  officers  of  the  Contin- 
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ental  trooj)s.  In  censequence  of  this,  a  captain,  -with  -a 
commission  from  Albany,  was  despatched  to  seize  the  Goloneil, 
who,  on  being  informed  of  this  circumstance,  left  his  house 
to  take  shelter  in  Canada.  In  his  flight  he  put  up  at  Captain 
Otley's,  at  Bromley,  in  the  Grreen  Mountain.  While  at 
supper,  the  (Albany)  Captain  and  men  came  to  the  house, 
and  put  up  for  the  night.  Notwithstanding  Colonel  "Wells 
was  fully  apprised  of  the  captain's  business,  yet,  reflecting 
that  there  was  no  dwelling  at  hand  to  which  he  could  escape, 
and  that  such  an  attempt  besides,  might  awaken  suspicions 
in  the  captain,  who  was  about  to  retire  to  rest,  the  Colonel 
went  to  bed,  and  remained  there  till  his  pursuers  set  out  to 
lirattleboi-ough,  in  hopes  to  find  him  there.  Colonel  Wells 
proceeded  to  Sunderland  to  consult  with  General  (Ethan)  and 
•Colonel  (Ira)  Allen,  who  advised  him  to  set  out  for  New  York 
about  twelve  o'clock  at  night.  A  sleigh  was  accordingly 
provided  for  that  purpose,  which  was  brought  to  General 
Allen's  door  at  the  appointed  hour ;  Colonel  Wells  set  out  in 
it,  and  having  pursued  his  instructions,  in  the  course  of  a 
few  nights  he  arrived  at  New  York  in  safety."

Colonel  Wells  maintained  his  principles  as  a  loyalist 
firmly  to  the  last.  The  opening  sentence  of  his  will,  which 
was  executed  on  the  28th  of  October,  1784,  was  in  these 
words  : — "In  the  name  of  God,  Amen,  I,  Samuel  Wells,   of 
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Brattleborough,  formerly  in  the  County  of  Cumberland,  in 
the  Province  of  New  York,  but  now  the  territory  called  and 
known  by  the  name  of  the  State  of  Vermont,  do  make  my  last 
will  and  testament  in  manner  and  form  following,  etc." 
Micab  Townsend,  his  son-in-law,  being  one  of  the  heirs  and 
administrators  under  the  will,  and  at  the  same  time  Probate 
Judge  of  the  District  of  Marlborough,  wbich  district  included 
Brattleborough,  the  General  Assembly,  by  an  act  passed  on 
the  21st  of  October,  1786,  permitted  the  Probate  Judge  of 
the  District  of  Westminster  to  administer  on  the  will,  "  as 
fully  and  as  amply  as  if  the  said  Samuel  Wells  had  died  in 
the  District  of  Westminster."  Wells  died  deeply  insolvent, 
his  estate  being  valued  at  £1,577  6s.  2|d.,  his  debts  amount- 
ing to  £5,880  2s.  7|d.  Among  his  creditors  were  Abraham 
Lot,  Goldsbrow  Banyar,  William  Wickham,  the  Hon. 
William  Smith,  Steplien  Greenleaf,  the  estate  of  Crean 
Brush,  and  the  estate  of  Josiah  Willard. 

The  firmness  with  which  he  adhered  to  the  cause  of 
royalty  during  the  struggles  of  the  Revolution,  subjected  him, 
as  has  been  shown,  to  many  annoyances  and  losses,  and  led 
him  to  engage  privately  in  attempts  to  advance  the  interests 
of  the  mother  country.  Still,  he  was  an  intelligent,  wealthy 
and  influential  gentleman,  and  was  much  esteemed  and 
beloved  in  his  private  character. 

Three  years  after  the  peace  of  '83  he  died  in  Braltle- 
borough.  A  plain  white  marble  headstone  in  the  old  burying 
ground,  marks  the  spot  where  his  mortal  remains  repose,  and 

bears  the  following  inscription : — 

In  Memoht  or  Colonisl  Samuel  Wells,

Assembly  of  the  Province  of  New  York, 

■WHO  Departed  this  Life  the  6tii  August,  1 786,  the  55xh  year  of  his  age. 

Jlis  friends,  the  strsn^er  and  the  poor,  Iiave  lost 
A  kird  com])anion  aud  a  generous  host ; 
When  he  fell,  tlie  statesman  fell ; 
And  left  the  woild  his  wortli  to  tell.

THE   NASH  FAMILY. 


It  is  not  our  intention  to  give  a  genealogical  treatise  of  this 
family,  further  than  to  sum  up  as  briefly  as  possible,  their  line 
for  the  benefit  of  the  descendants  of  the  Rev.  M.  Townsend, 
whose  second  wife  was  of  their  number.  The  order  of 
descent  from  the  time  of  their  emigration  to  America  is  as 
follows  :— 

On  the  26th  of  July,  1637,  from  the  ship  "Hector" 
and  another  not  named,  a  company  landed  in  Boston,  Mass., 
formed  principally  by  merchants  of  London,  accompanied  by 
their  pastor,  the  Rev.  John  Davenport,  most  of  whom  are 
supposed  to  have  been  of  his  congregation  in  Coleman 
Street,  London.  In  that  company,  as  is  supposed,  came 
Thomas  Nash,  from  Lancashire,  with  his  wife  and  five 
children.  He  was,  by  occupation,  a  gun  smith — a  most 
important  trade  in  the  life  of  a  new  North  American  settle- 
ment. He  was  one  of  the  first  settlers  of  the  New  Haven 
Colony,  of  whose  fundamental  agreement  and  early  code  of 
laws  so  much  has  since  been  written  (much  falsely)  on  both 
sides  of  the  Atlantic.  He  was  undoubtedly  well  on  in  years 
at  the  time  of  emigration,  as  his  children  were  all  bom  in 
England  ;  and  he  mentions  in  his  will,  made  in  1657,  his 
"  old  age."  The  records  speak  of  him  aSectionately  as 
"  Brother  Nash."  His  wife,  Margery,  was  the  daughter  of 
Nicholas  Baker,  of  Hertfordshire,  England.  His  house  and 
lot  in  New  Haven,  Conn.,  was  on  State  Street,  west  side, 
between  Chapel  and  Elm  Streets.  He  died  12th  May,  1658. 
His  wife  died  between  1655  and  1657. 

Lieutenant  Timothy  Nash,  of  Hadley,  Mass.,  son  of 
Thomas  and  Margery  Nash,    was  born  in  England  or  at 
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Ley  den,  in  Holland,  in  1626,  He  was  married  to  Rebecca 
Stone,  in  1657.  She  was  the  daughter  of  the  Rev.  Samuel 
Stone,  of  Hartford,  Conn. 

The  last  mention  of  him  in  the  records  of  New  Haven 
is  dated  23rd  of  April,  1660,  when  he  and  Isaac  Beecher 
were  fined  for  absence  from  Town  Meeting. 

Under  date  of  11th  February,  1660,  we  find  the  record 
of  a  vote  in  Hartford,  Conn.,  whereby  liberty  was  given 
Timothy  Nash  to  come  in  "  as  an  inhabitant  with  us," 

He  next  turns  up  as  follows  (records  of  Hadley,  Mass) : — 
"June  22nd,  1663,  Timothy  Nash'es  p'posissions  to  the 
towne.  That  he  desires  the  allotment  that  was  Robert 
Webster's  to  be  granted  to  him  afi'reed  from  all  rates  and 
dues  belonging  to  the  lands  for  time  past  to  this  present  day, 
excepting  the  corn  on  the  said  land."  "  That  the  Town  be  at 
charge  to  bring  up  his  Iron,  tools,  and  household  stuffe  at 
this  time  now  he  hath  for  his  removal." 

This  settlement  of  Hadley,  Amherst,  Granby,  etc.,  was 
brought  about  by  religious  controversies  as  to  church  govern- 
ment and  church  membership,  chiefly  at  Hartford  and 
Wethersfield.  Sixty  members  withdrew,  and,  with  the  Rev. 
John  Russell  as  their  pastor,  sought  fields  of  greater  freedom. 

Timothy  Nash  was  by  occupation  a  farmer,  gunsmith 
and  blacksmith.  He  accumulated  a  very  respectable  estate ; 
was  a  useful  and  respectable  citizen — frequently  employed 
in  town  affairs ;  and  a  lieutenant  in  the  militia.  He 
represented  the  town  of  Hadley  at  the  General  Coxirt  of  Mass., 
in  1690,  1691,  and  1695.  He  died  13th  March,  1699,  N.  S.,in 
his  73rd  year,     Mrs.  Rebecca  Nash  died  in  1709. 

Lieutenant  John  Nash,  son  of  Lieutenant  Timothy 
Nash,   was   born   21st   August,    1667.      He   spent   his   life 
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in  Hadley,  and  was  a  blacksmitli  and  very  considerable  land 
owner.  His  (1st)  wife,  Hannah  Porter,  died  two  months 
after  marriage.  His  (2nd)  wife  was  Elizabeth  Kellogg,  of 
Farmington,  to  whom  he  was  married  on  27th  November, 
1691.  He  died  7th  October,  1743.  She,  Elizabeth, 
died  4th  Jul}',  1750,  and  was  buried  in  West  Hartford. 
She  had  lived  with  her  daughter,  Mrs.  Merrill,  in  West 
Hartford,  after  the  deatli  of  her  husband. 

Timothy  Nash,  third  son  of  Lieutenant  John  Nash,  of 
Hadley,  Mass.,  born  13th  November,  1699,  followed  the 
trade  of  his  father.  He  married  1st  March,  1722,  Prudence 
Smith,  of  Hadley,  born  15th  March,  1701.  The  day  after 
his  marriage  he  removed  to  Long  Meadow,  Mass., 
where  all  his  children  were  born.  He  subsequently  removed 
to  Ellington,  Conn.,  and  died  the  15tli  March,  1756.  His  wife 
afterwards  married  Ichabod  Hinckley,  and  died  in  Somors, 
Conn.,  18th  April,  1774. 

Ebenezer  Nash,  youngest  son  of  Timothy  Nash,  of 
Ellington,  was  born  at  Long  Meadow,  Mass.,  20th  January, 
1744;  and  married  Susannah  Hills,  of  North  Bolton  (now 
Ternon)  Conn.  She  was  born  at  East  Hartford,  17th 
"February,  1749.  He  died  8th  December,  1823.  She  died 
18th  February,  1834.  He  and  his  sou,  Ebenezer,  were  the 
first  of  the  family  to  become  Episcopalians.  He  was  afai-nier, 
■and  spent  his  life  in  Ellington,  Ct. 

Ebenezer  Nash,  Junr.,  Esq.,  eldest  son  of  Ebenezer  and 
Susannah  Nash,  of  Ellmgton,  Ct.,  was  born  4th  June,  177-0. 

In  early  life  he  commenced  studying  under  the  suj^er- 
vision  of  his  uncle,  .the  Eev.  JudahNash,  of  Montague,  Mass., 
with  a  view  to  the  ministry,  but  as  his  parents  did  not  feel 
able  to  give  an  education  suitable  for  a  professional  life  to 
more  than  one,  and  their  second  son  proving  of  too  delicate  a 
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cmiStitutioh  to  eftdtirie  the  toils  of  farming-;  the'  eldest'  son- 
\«*as'recalled,  and  the  second  educated  for  the  profession  ctf 
msLVget}'  and  Medicine.  The  eldest  son,  ho^evter,  hitd  attained" 
s*ifch  proficiency  that  when  he  arriyed  at  an  adult  age  h&' 
adopted,  and  for  many  years  pursued  the  business  of  teaching'- 
itt'  various  places.  He  taught  several  seasons  in  what'  wa* 
c'rilled  "  The  West,"  i.e.,  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Schoiarief 
i^A'  Cherry  Valley,  N.  Y.  About  this  time  the  Stkte  of  New" 
Yorlc  W^as  survej'ing  its  western  territory,  and  a  very  a;dra;n:- 
tagieotis  proposition  was  made  him  to  undertake  the  blfsinesi^ 
v4k,' Ms  choice  of  latids  he  might  survey  at  the  rate  of  OM® 
atit-e  per  day.  He  has  often  been  heard  to  say  that  the  City* 
Off  Utica  now  stands  on  what  he  might  have  chosen.  But' 
ftjelirfg  that  his  constitution  would  not  endure  the"  expusUre' 
of  the 'business  in  that  day  ho  declined  the  offer. 

He   married    19th  September,    1790,   Persis  Bingham, 
daughter  of  Deacon  Ithamar  Bingham,  of  Ellington,  b'orn22d 
May,    1772.     She   was   descended  from   Thomas  Bingham, 
who  was  one  of  the  jiroprietors  of  Norwich,  Conn.,  in  1660, 
at   oidy   eighteen  years  of   age,    and  afterwards  settled  iii' 
Windham,  Ct.     Mr.  Nash  finally  purchased  a  small  farm  in' 
Ellington,    on  the  West  Street,  about  one-and-a-half  miles' 
south  of  the  lileciting  House,  and  less  than  half-a-mile  north" 
of   his  father's  residence,   which  he  held  for  many  years; 
but  finding  it  more  profitable,  he  let  his  place,  and  ehtered 
the  U.  S.  service,  at  Springfield,  Mass.,  in  the  manufacture 
of  arms.     Ou  the  breaking  out  of  the  war  of  1812  between." 
England   and  the   United  States,  he    left    Springfield  and 
formed  a  company  in  his  native  town  for  the  manufacture"  of ' 
screws,  which  he  continued  until  peace  was  made,  competition 
then  ending  it. 

He  had  in  the  mean  time  sold  out  in  Ellington   and 
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purchased  a  water  privilege  in  the  north   part  of  Vernoi*,- 
about  half-a-mile  below  what  is  now  Rockville,  Ct.,  but  was; 
then  a  wild  glen  of  rocks  and  decayed  hemlocks  and  under- 
brush.    Here  he  commenced,  in  a  small  way,  the  manufacture, 
of  satinets,   in  which  he  continued   until  his  death.     'J'he 
privilege  now  bears  the  name  of  the  Hockinum  Mills.     He 
was  an  acting   magistrate  of  the  county  during  his  latter, 
years ;    and  a  man  generally  respected  and  beloved.     Thse^ 
winter  previous  to  his  deatli  he  was  riding  in  a  sleigh  with  d 
friend  when,  by  some  accident,  the  sleigh  upset,  and  he  fell  - 
with  his  side  upon  a  small  stick  of  wood,  which  brought  on  v\-, 
ceration  of  the  lungs  and  diaphragm,  which,  after  much  suffer-.- 
ing,  caused  his  death.  It  may  not  be  improper  to  mention  as,  ah-, 
evidence  of  the  esteem  in  which  he  was  held,  that,  although: 
his  residence  was  nearly  four  miles  from  the  burying  place.,at. 
Kllington,  when  the  corpse  arrived  at  the  Meeting  House, 
the  compact  procession  of  carriages  was  judged  to  be  a  niile 
in  length.     The  f(;ll<)wing     notice     appeared   in   a    weekly 
paper,  printed  at    Springfield,     Mass.,    wlierc  he  formerly 
resided: — "  Died  in  Vernon,  Ct.,  on  the  28th  ult.,  Ebenezer 
Nash,  Junr.,  Esq.,  aged  52.     He  was  an  affectionate  husband, 
a  tender  parent,  a  profestsor  of  the  religion  of  Jesus  Christ, 
and  an  honest   man,    and  has   left   a   numerous  family   to 
deplore  their  irreparable  loss." 

Mr.  Nash  was  a  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church, 
having  preceded  his  father  in  joining  that  communion,  and 
being  the  first  of  the  name  in  his  own  direct  line  to  do  so. 

The  following  is  a  fac-simile  of  his  autograph,  taken 
from  one  of  his  last  letters  to  his  son,  the  Rev.  Sylvester  Nash. 
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Mr.  Nash  died  in  Vernon,  Ct.,  28th  June,  1822.  Mrs. 
"Nash  died  at  Rouses  Point,  N.  Y.,  the  1 6th  day  of  October, 
1861,  and  was  buried  at  St.  Alban's,  Vermont.  For  many- 
years  previous  to  her  demise  she  had  lived  alternately  with 
her  daughters,  Mrs.  Townsend  and  Mrs.  Chapman.

The  Rev.  Francis  J3ui-dett  Nash,  son  of  Ebenezer  Nashy 
Junr.,  Esq.,  of  Ellington,  Conn.,  born  in  Springfield,  Mass., 
16tli  November,  1812,  was  named  after  Sir  Fi-ancis  Eurdett,^ 
of  England,  of  whose  conduct,  his  father,  at  the  time  of  bis 
birth,  was  a  warm  admirer. 

Being  a  mere  lad  when  his  father  died,  and  compelled 
to  sustain  himself,  in  a  great  measure,  by  his  own  exertion 
from  that  ^early  period,  his  education  was  protracted  and 
irregular.  A  few  years  of  his  early  life,  after  the  death  of 
his  father,  were  spent  m  the  family  of  his  elder  brother,  the 
Rev.  Sylvester  Nash,  then  living  in  St.  Albarfs,  Vermont. 
Most  of  the  time  while  there  he  attended  the  Franklin 
County  Grammar  School. 

In  the  autumn  of  1829  he  returned  to  Connecticut,  and 
for  a  short  time  pursued  the  study  of  medicine  in  Willington, 
in  that  state. 

From  1 830  to  l^U  he  lived  with  his  uncle,  the  Rev. 
Norman  Nash,  at  Swedesborough,  N.  J.,  sustaining  himself 
by  teaching  a  scliool  part  of  the  time.  While  at  Swedes- 
borough  he  became  a  communicant  of  the  Episcopal  Church, 
and  concluded  to  prepare  for  the  ministry. 

In  the  spring  of  1835  he  removed  to  Kentucky,  and 
entered  the  Theological  Seminary  of  that  diocese,  at  that 
time  located  at  Lexhigton.  He  graduated  at  that  Seminary 
in  November,  1837,  and  was  ordained  deacon  a  few  days 
afterwards  by  the  Right  Rev.  B.  B.  Smith,  D.D.,  Bishop  of 
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Kentucky.     He  was  oMairied  PresUy ter  by  the'  saine  Bishop 
in  January,  1839. 

For  some  years  after  his  ordination  he  laboured  as 
missionary  in  different  parts  of  tlie  diocese— first,  at  Paducah  ; 
then  for  nearly  three  years  at  Paris,  Kentucky  ;  afterwards 
irt.^  Hopkiilsvillef  and  neighbotiring  places'. 

He  married  20th  Aiigiist',  1840,  Elizabeth  A.  Maury, 
daughter  of  Colonel  M.  Maiiry,  of  Bath  Coilnty,  Kentucky, 
otie  of  the  2,()b0  descendants  of  the  Hugufe'hot  clerg'jinan  of 
wliom  so  interesting  an  account  is  given  in  thd  wdrk  entitled 
''fklm  of'thfe  Huguencrtsy"  editefd  by  Dr.  Hawks; 

In  the  spring. of  1845  he  I'emoved  to  Coalsmouth,  Kari- 
aWha  County,  Va  ,  taking  charge  of  severaJl  smallchurchea 
iii  that  district;  afterwards  removing  tcf  and  residing  in 
l!^6wark,  Ohio,. for  a  period!

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THE  ELLEGOOD   FAMILY. 


Colonel  Ellegood,  of  Virginia,  was  a  gentleman  of  large 
estate,  both  in  landed  property  and  slaves.  His  residence 
was  "  Rose  Hall,"  Princess  Ann  County,  Virginia,  near 
where  the  City  of  Norfolk  now  stands.  During  the  early 
American  wars  he  raised  a  regiment  in  defence  of  his  country, 
at  his  own  expense.  He  was  taken  prisoner  by  the  French 
and  exchanged. 

Political  troubles  rendered  his  stay  in  Virginia  unpleasant 
and  unadvisable.  He  left  Virginia  for  New  Brunswick, 
Canada,  about  -  .     His  slaves,  to  whom  he  ofEered 

their  freedom,  accompanied  him  to  his  new  home.  He 
purchased  a  large  farm,  some  thirty  miles  above  Frederickton, 
in  Dumfries  Parish,  and  built  another  "  Rose  Hall,"  in 
Frederickton,  which  had  been  built  in  New  York  and  taken 
to  Frederickton  for  erection — this  hall  was  burned  down 
about  the  year  1880. 

Colonel  Ellegood  died  and  was  buried  in  Dumfries 
Parish.       He   had    three   sons — John,    Samuel  and   Jacob. 

Jacob  married  Fanny  Davidson,  of  Long  Island. 
He  was  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  died  at  about  the  age  of 
sixty  and  was  buried  in  Dumfries  Parish.  His  wife  lived  to 
the  age  of  eighty-seven  or  thereabouts.

MKMORANDUM. 


On  the  10th  day  of  May,  1822,  during  the  Provincial 
Adniinistratioii  of  the  Earl  of  Dalhousie,  and  in  the  Episcopate 
of  tlie  Hon.  and  Right  Rev.  Charles  James  Stewart,  IJ.D., 
successor  of  the  Right  Rev.  Jacob  Mountain,  D.D.,  first 
Bi.shop  of  Quebec,  by  Royal  Letters  Patent,  under  the  Great 
Seal  of  the  Province,  were  issued  by  the  authority  of  King 
George  the  Ftauth,  constituting  and  erecting  the  said 
Seigniories  into  two  Parishes  or  Rectories,  according  to  the 
establishment  of  the  Church  of  England,  called  the  Parishes 
of  St.  George  and  St.  Thomas,  which  letters  are  recorded  in 
th(^  Registrar's  Office  of  the  Records  at  Quebec,  on  the  13th 
of  May.  1822,  in  the  7th  Registrar  of  Letters  Patent  and 
Ccjmniissions,  fol.  97  ;  the  said  Letters  Patent  presenting  the 
said  Rev.  Micajah  Townsend  to  the  said  Parsonage  or  Rectory, 
and  to  the  said  Parish  Churches  of  the  said  Parishes  as  the 
first  Incumbent. 

On  the  21st  day  of  February,  1829,  the  said  Rev. 
Micajah  Townsend  was  duly  and  canonically  Inducted  to  the 
Rectory  of  the  F*arish  of  St.  George  by  the  Rev.  George 
Johoshaphat  Mountain,  Archdeacon  of  Quebec,  specially 
appointed  [ad  hoc)  by  the  Right  Rev.  Charles  James,  Lord 
Bishop  of  Quebec. 

On  the  1-Sth  day  of  July,  1843,  the  Rev.  Micajah 
Townsend  was  duly  and  canonically  Inducted  into  the 
Rectory  and  Parish  Church  of  St.  Thomas  by  the  Rev. 
James  Jones,  Missionary  at  Stanbridge,  acting  under  the 
mandate  of  William  Dawes,  Rector  of  St.  John's  and 
Commissary  {ad  //oc),  specially  appointed  by  the  Right  Rev. 
George  Jehoshaphat,  Lord  Bishop  of  Montreal.

The  building,  constituted  by  the  aforesaid  Letters  Patent 
as  the  Parish  Church  for  the  Parish  of  St.  Greorge,  having 
been  erected  at  Clarenceville,  many  of  the  Protestant 
inhabitants  residing  in  the  North  and  North-Eastern  part  of 
the  Parisli  finding  their  distance  from  the  church — from  6  to 
12  miles — ^too  far  for  their  attendance  on  divine  worship 
there  resolved  to  make  an  effort  to  build  a  church  at  Henry- 
ville,  a  village  six  miles  from  the  Parish  Church.  In 
pursuance  of  this  resolution  they  commenced  the  erection  of 
a  brick  church  at  that  place  in  the  year  1 843,  which,  for  the 
want  of  funds  to  meet  the  expense  was  not  fully  completed 
till  the  Autumn  of  1849.  On  the  5th  day  of  February,  1851, 
the  church  and  adjacent  burial  ground  were  solemnly 
consecrated  by  the  Right  Rev.  Dr.  Fulford,  Lord  Bishop  of 
Montreal,  the  church  bearing  the  name  of  St.  Mark's  Church. 

A  village  lot  of  four  arpents,  on  which  the  church  is 
erected,  was,  in  1843,  conveyed  to  the  Rector  and  successors 
in  trust ;  and  in  1852,  sixty  arpents  adjoining  the  same  were 
purchased  for  a  Glebe,  and  secured  for  the  church  in  like 
manner. 

For  more  than  ten  years  divine  service  had  been 
occasionally  performed  by  the  Rector  at  Henryville  and  its 
vicinity — usually  once  a  fortnight — first  in  a  school-house, 
and  subsequently  in  the  basement  of  the  church  till  its 
completion.  The  duties  required  in  these  two  extensive 
parishes — having  now  three  churches — having  become  to 
onerous  to  be  effectively  discharged  by  one  clergyman,  it 
was  decided  by  the  BisJiop  and  Rectcir  to  form  a  second 
mission  in  the  Parish  of  St.  George,  to  include  Henryville 
and  Pyke  River,  a  village  6  miles  east  of  Henryville,  to  be 
placed  under  the  charge  of  a  missionary,  as  assistant  to  the 
Rector.     Consequently  on  the  26th  day  of  October,    1851, 
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the  Rev.  Edward  DuVernet,  a  Deacon  from  St.  Jolin's,  New 
Brunswick,  was  appointed,  and  assumed  the  charge  of  the 
mission  ;  and  in  March,  1852,  he  was  ordained  Priest,  with 
the  prospect  of  his  services  being  very  acceptable  to  the 
people  and  useful  to  the  church. 

During  the  year  1852  a  neat  and  commodious  brick 
parsonage  house  was  erected  for  him  near  the  church.  Not 
long  after  this  Mr.  DuVemet  was  called  to  the  Parish  of 
Hemingford,  where  he  remained  many  years  until  he  came 
again  to  assist  Mr.  Townsend ;  and  after  the  death  of  the 
aged  Rector  he  followed  in  his  place,  and  remained  until 
1880,  when  he  removed  to  Chambly,  Canton. 

Since  this  period  several  rectors  have  officiated  in  this 
church,  but  as  they  are  quite  disassociated  from  the  purpose 
of  this  record  we  do  not  follow  them. 

The  pretty  village  of  Clarenceville  is  much  changed 
now — the  French  Canadians  are  fast  gaining  a  foothold,  and 
this  Protestant  community  promises  soon  to  be  a  recollection 
of  the  past  only.  We  much  fear  some  day  the  dear  church 
of  Clarenceville,  around  which  so  many  hallowed  and  pleasant 
associations  have  clustered,  will,  like  the  one  at  Henryville, 
be  a  church  without  a  people — the  place  that  knew  them 
once  shall  know  them  again  no  more.
